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Rules and Requlations of the Society. 


OF THE SOCIETY. 

I, This Institution, which has for its object the’ spiritual welfare of the Jews, 
shall be denominated—“'Tuz Lonpon SocirTy FoR PROMOTING CHRISTIANITY 
AMONGsT THE JEws:” and shall be conducted by a Patron or Patrons, Vice- 
Patrons, a President, Vice-Presidents, Trustees, Secretaries, a Committee, and such 
Officers as may be considered necessary, being members of the Established Church 
of England or of the Church of Ireland, or (if foreigners) of a Protestant Church. 


II. Public worship, and the education of the Children under the Society, within 
the United Kingdom, shall be conducted in strict conformity with the principles 
and formularies of the Established Church. 

III. All questions relating to matters of ecclesiastical order and discipline, re- 
specting which a difference shall arise beween any Colonial Bishop, or any Bishop 
of the Established Church of England or of the Church of Ireland, in foreign 
parts, and the Committee of the Society, shall be referred to the Archbishops and 
_ Bishops of the Established Church of England and the Church of Ireland, whose 
decision thereon shall be final. 

IV. It shall not be the object of the Society to grant temporal aid to adult 
Jews out-of its General Fund: a separate fund, however, may be opened for 
that purpose, in which case moneys subscribed for such temporal relief shall 
be appropriated by a Special Committee, appointed by and out of the General Com- 
mittee ;—Provided always, that nothing in this law shall be considered as a 
hindrance to the prosecution of the following objects,—The Hospital and School 

of Industry at Jerusalem. 
oe OF MEMBERS. 


VY. Annual Subscribers of one Guinea and upwards (or if Clergymen,: Half-a- 
Guinea), and every person collecting to the amount of Fifty-two Shillings per 
Annum and upwards, shall be Members of the Society, during the continuance 
of their Subscriptions or Collections; Donors of Ten Guineas and upwards, and 
Clergymen making Congregational Collections to the amount of Twenty Pounds 
(this applies only to Collections made upon one and the same day) shall 
be Members for life; and upon any Legacy paid to the Treasurer (who is 
empowered to give discharges for all Legacies bequeathed to the Society), the 
Executors who have administered shall be Members for life, calculating at the 
rate of Fifty Pounds for each Executor; and in case the Legacy shall not amount 
to a sufficient sum to extend the privilege to all, preference shall be given to the 
first named in the Will. 


OF GENERAL MEETINGS. 

VI. An Annual Meeting of the Members of the Institution shall be held in 
London on the Friday succeeding the first Wednesday in May (to which those 
Members of the Society who reside in, and within ten miles of, the Metropolis, 
shall be summoned by letter), when a Report shall be made of the proceedings of 
the Society during the past year, the Accounts be presented, and a Treasurer, 
Secretaries, and a Committee appointed. 

VII. An Anniversary Sermon shall be preached at some Church or Episcopal 
Chapel in London, by a Clergyman to be appointed by the Committee.

PREAOHED IN

“ Ye are My witneszes saith the Lorp.” Isatau xiiii. 12. 


THE whole of this chapter, beloved, was addressed to Israel. This must 
be borne in mind in all questions of interpreting its teaching. It is quite 
possible to apply any particular truths to the Christian Church, for the 
application of Scripture is always a good deal wider than the interpretation 
of Scripture. But it is not permissible to say that Israel means the 
Church of Christ. No one would think of suggesting such an interpre- 
tation. Inthe 28th verse, for example, where you have, ‘‘I have given 
Jacob to the curse and Israel to reproaches,” and to interpret all the curses 
literally to the Jewish Nation and all the promises to the Church of Christ 
is manifestly most unfair. And so in the 12th verse, where our Lorp 
says, and He repeats the words twice over with great emphasis, ‘‘ Ye are 
My witnesses,” Gop is referring to the Jewish Nation, that one Nation 
whom He raised up and called out and redeemed and blessed and taught 
and preserved for this special purpose to be His Nation, His witness. But 
we find in the first chapter of the Acts of the Apostles that a new order of 
witnesses is introduced. You remember there, how on the day of His 
Ascension, our Lorp said, ‘‘ Ye shall receive power after that the Holy 
Ghost is come upon you, and ye shall be witnesses unto Me.” And the 
sole qualification for such witness is the reception of the gift of the Holy 
Ghost. Now the reception of this gift is a privilege which does not belong 
exclusively to any nation, it belongs to the Jews, aud it belongs equally 
to the Gentiles. The Holy Spirit has no separate dealings with any nation 
at all, He deals only with individuals. He calls one here and another 
there, one a Jew, and another a Greek, another a barbarian, one a bonds- 
man, another a freeman; He calls whom He will, and whoever receives 
ad 
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that call and answers to it, receives the endowment of the Holy Ghost, 
and is qualified as a witness. And so with the body which we call the 
Church, the blessed company of faithful people, that body which is called 
out by the Holy Spirit from the world and joins a living Christ by the 
reception of the Holy Spirit ‘hat becomes another order, not a nation 
necessarily but a Church witnessing to the power of the Holy Spirit, and 
yet Gop will have need of the witness of a Nation. Gon’s complete 
purpose will never be fulfilled by the witness of His Church. At the 
close of this dispensation the Jews will once more be called in as a 
Nation to witness for Him. There are four steps in Gop’s plan for 
the conversion of Israel. So said Hugh MacNeile at Exeter Hall many 
years ago. Four steps, some Jews, some Gentiles; the nation of Israel, 
and then the nations of the Gentiles. And Gop has not abandoned His 
purpose of using the Nation of Israel as His witness to the nations of 
of the world. You remember the promise made to Abraham, made 
several times, but repeated once more with special solemnity after he 
proved his faith in Gop and his obedience stronger than death, for he 
gave up his own son on Mount Moriah. On that solemn occasion, when 
earth was so much like heaven for Abraham, when he gave us the pattern 
of the very love of Gop the Father who spared not His own Son for us 
sinners, after that supreme act of faith and obedience there came a 
repetition of Gop’s promise to Abraham, and these solemn words, ‘‘ In thy 
seed shall all the nations of the earth be blessed.” That promise will yet 
be fulfilled. The nation that sprang from the loins of Abraham, will yet 
be Gon’s witness to all the nations of the earth. And so as we read in the 
second chapter of the Book of the Prophet Isaiah, the day shall come when 
the nations shall flow unto the Lorp’s house, and when will that be? 
When the mountain of the Loxp’s house shall be exalted above all hills, 
and when the Word of the Lorp shall go forth, not as it does now, thank 
Gop, from London, from the Bible House in Queen Victoria Street, from 
the Church Missionary Society in Salisbury Square and the Tract Society 
House in Paternoster Row, but when the Word of the Lor» shall go forth 
from Jerusalem. Then the nations shall flow, when the House of the Lorp 
shall be established in Zion, then the spears shall be beaten into plough 
shares and the swords into pruning hooks and there shall be no more war. 
Now it is that glorious consummation of Gop’s purpose to which this xliii. 
chapter of Isaiah chicfly refers. Jerusalem was in trepidation over the 
victorious career of Sennacherib, king of the Assyrians; at that time the 
Gentile supremacy by which Jerusalem was, itself, so soon to be submerged, 
was rising rapidly and the seventy years captivity of the Jews in Babylon 
was only just then foreshadowed. It has lasted now some 1830 years since 
the destruction of Jerusalem. This chapter gives us the divine sequel to 
both these events; the divine sequel to the captivity in Babylon and the 
divine sequel to the exile and scattering of the nation which we observe to- 
day, as glowing pictures of release and restoration, referring sometimes 
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to one and sometimes to the other. In this chapter the reference is 
chiefly to the final return for which we yet wait. And so we find in 
the fifth and sixth verses the promise made, so plain and clear, “I will 
bring thy seed from the East, and gather thee from the West; I will 
say to the North, Give up; and to the South, Keep not back; bring My 
sons from far, and My daughters from the ends of the earth.” That 
again refers not to the return from Babylon, but has reference to the 
future restoration of the Jews to their own land. Aud then when that 
takes place, before the assembled nations, who hive observed this mani- 
festation of Gop's power, Gop will point to the Jews as His witnesses. He 
will appeal to the blind people that have eyes fur everything except the 
beauty of Jesus. He will appeal to the deaf people who have no ears for 
the voice of Gop’s Spirit and Gop’s Word, and before them He will point to 
Israel and will say, ‘‘ Ye are My witnesses, see what I have done for this 
nation that has been set aside for more thau 1800 years and yet gloriously 
restored; Ye are My witnesses,” Gop will say, and before the witness 
ofa gloriously restored Israel, the voice of the sceptic, and the agnostic and 
the infidel will be hushed and all will acknowledge Gop to be the Lorn, or 
as you have in the xlix. chapter of this prophecy, Israel shall come back 
as described with kings as their nursing-fathers and queens as their 
mothers. Then what will the result be? Take the last words of that 
chapter, ‘‘ All flesh shall know that I, the Lorp, am thy Saviour and thy 
Redeemer, the mighty One of Israel.” Thus there are three stages in 
the witness of Israel, and we need keep these clearly before us that we 
may understand Gop’s plan and Gop’s purpose. The first stage is from 
the Exodus tothe Resurrection of JesusChrist. During that time Israel as 
a nation was Gop’s chosen witness. The Exodus was indeed a great mani- 
festation of the Divine power, the power exercised in judgment falling 
chiefly upon the enemies of Israel, but also partly on Israel itself, for its 
forgetfulness to Gop and its disobedience; first of all when the plagues 
began in Egypt and afterwards chiefly in bringing them through the Red 
Sea and in the great plague of the destruction of the first born. GoD put 
the difference between His own Israel and the Egyptiau nation, and Gop 
has put that difference always. Right down to the Kesurrection of Christ 
Gop put that difference plainly and unmistakeably between the Jews and 
other nations. We sometimes speak of the English as a Christian nation. 
The expression may be pardoned but cannot be justified. There is no 
nation that Gop has chosen to enter into a covenant with as He did with 
the Jews. Gop has not put such a difference between the English and» 
say, the French or the Germans. Gop has not put such a difference 
between the Anglo-Saxon race or any other race as He did between the 
Jews and the Gentiles. Gop put that difference and the Jews were His 
chosen witness ; and remember how far their witness travelled. They were 
not called upon to be a missionary people. They were not commanded 
to go and make proselytes of all nations, they simply had to hold their 
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own faith in Gop, true and firm, to live in accordance with Gop’s laws 
and to give their witness tacitly, silently, quietly, in their own land, 
or wherever Gop put them. And yet that witness was known practically 
all over the world before Christ came. Egypt was one of the earliest 
homes of learning. Four hundred years the nation chosen to witness 
lived in Egypt and in the very palace of the Pharaohs, Moses manifested 
that faith which overcomes the world. In the days of Solomon we find 
the Queen of Sheba coming from the far east to learn of the true Gop 
and to carry back with her to her own land the wisdom that she learned | 
from Solomon. We find that Naaman, the Syrian, won a knowledge of the 
true GoD, first of all by the simple faith of a Jewish maid, who, though 
torn from her mother’s’ knees, kept close to her mother’s Gop and had. 
such buoyant faith in Gop that her infidel master was infected with 
her hope and went off to seek the cure which she had promised him. Then 
we find that when the Jews went into captivity, the ten tribes beyond 
the Euphrates, two tribes to Babylon itself, there the faith of the Jews was 
so steadfast, a testimony so plain, that one after another of the great 
Emperors of Babylon bore testimony to the power of the true Gop. 
Nebuchadnezzar declared the Gop of Shadrach, Meshach and Abednego to be 
greater than other gods. King Darius did the same when Daniel had 
shown his faith by being thrown into the den of lions. We find the Jewess 
Esther chosen to be the bride of the Persian King, Later on, when the 
Empire moved westwards, we find that at the time of the dawning of the 
Christian era Jews were abounding in every great centre of influence, in 
Alexandria, in Cyprus, in Antioch, Tarsus, Ephesus, Philippi, and Rome ; 
everywhere the Jews were again a living testimony for Gop. Remember, 
please, how definite and powerful that witness was amongst the nations 
that worshipped idols. They bore their testimony to the unity of the God- 
head amongst the nations that gave themselves up absolutely to pleasure 
and self-seeking, these Jews kept their sabbath and, perhaps, if we were to 
try to estimate all the blessings which we owe to the Jews we might say 
that the greatest of all, or one of the greatest of all, is the preservation of 
the sabbath, the one day’s rest in the seven. Not only did they uphold the 
unity of the Godhead, and leave preserved, room for religion by maintaining 
the sabbath at a time when sin was rampant, when neither the satires of 
Horace, the maxims of Seneca, nor the lofty ideals of Aristotle could check 
the licentiousness of the day; when everyone excused fornication, 
and humility was looked upon as the mark of Cain. When everyone was 
preaching vengeance the Jews declared the evil of sin, the Jews by their 
sacrifices declared the need for atonement, and when despair had laid hold 
of all nations because of the unconquerable power of sin, the Jews kept 
awake upon the earth a spirit of hopefulness, for they knew that though 
their sacrifices could not take away sin, a Redeemer had been promised. 
They were the apostles of hope to a hopeless world; were the witness of 
the evils of sin, and the possibility of forgiveness to a world of abandonment 
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and licentiousness, and were the witnesses of the unity of the Godhead. 
The second stage in the witness dates from the Resurrection of Jesus 
Christ, and goes on to the return of the Lorp Jesus again from Heaven. 
The Resurrection of Christ is the second specimen of Gop’s power. Gon’s 
great claim in the Old Testament is, ‘‘I am the Lorp thy Gop, who 
brought thee out of the land of Egypt, out of the house of bondage.” 
The Exodus referred to in the Old Testament is a specimen and a proof of 
the Divine Omnipotence. The Resurrection of Jesus Christ occupies the 
same position in the New Testament. It isa specimen of Gop’s power; He 
is the Gop of the Resurrection. It was the inauguration of a new covenant, a 
new dispensation, the Resurrection of Jesus Christ from the dead, that 
forced itself on Jewish unbelievers; though, thank Gop, many Jews are 
true believers, 

The Gospel is a tower of strength and a salvation to everyone that 
believeth—but it does not stop there—‘ to the Jew first.” The Jews were 
the first believers; there has never been a year, never a month, hardly a 
week when the Jews have not in this very land testified their faith in 
Jesus Christ by accepting Holy Baptism, though it meant almost the loss of 
all they held dear on earth. And we have only to remember such names 
as Adolph Saphir, Dr. Edersheim and Professor Margoliouth to know 
that these Jews have been of the greatest service to the learning and 
literature of the Church. But they are only individuals here and there ; 
the nation remains unbelieving, and yet I venture to say that the 
unbelieving is itself a standing witness of the truth of Holy Scripture. 
The disapprobation of this nation and their manifold sufferings are 
all evidence of the truth of Holy Scripture. Christ wept over Jeru- 
salem when He saw the evil before Him, but the Jews cried carelessly 
and blindly, ‘‘ His blood be upon us and our children,’’ and eighteen 
centuries of suffering for the Jews have proved that their prayer was heard 
and answered. The curse with which they cursed themselves has come 
upon them, but by their preservation as a distinct nation they witness to 
the truth of Holy Scripture. How marvellous it is that there should be 
8,000,000 or 10,000,000 Jews to-day. Titus did his very best to exter- 
minate the nation when he destroyed Jerusalem, and Jerusalem has been so 
trodden down by the Gentiles that we must dig 50 or 60 feet below the sur- 
face to find the original city, so many times has the city been taken and 
built again. Butstill the Jews have prospered and the Jews have multiplied, 
and by the preservation of the Jews as a distinct nation, scattered 
but. distinct, not swallowed up amongst the other nations, we have 
a witness of the truth of Holy Scripture. As surely their continued 
unbelief is a proof. We may perhaps excuse the unbelief of the 
Pharisees who looked for a Messiah who should surpass Solomon in 
material glory and splendour in that they could see no beauty in the lowly 
Prophet of Galilee, but we cannot so easily excuse that after the 
Resurrection; yet we know how men will hold to their misconceptions and 
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justify themselves at any cost to the truth. But yet they waited on for 
their promised Messiah and no Messiah came. Even at the time of the 
Siege of Jerusalem the hope was strong in their hearts that Gop would 
fulfil His promise and send a Messiah, and yet no Messiah came. They 
found themselves driven from their own land and scattered afar. These 
eighteen centuries have passed by, and still no Messiah has come, How isit 
the Jews continue as a nation in blindness and unbelief? It is because the 
Scripture declared that blindness in part has fallen on Israel, Our 
Blessed Lorp said, ‘‘ Now they are hid from thine eyes.” It is another 
testimony to the verification of the very letter of Holy Scripture. This is 
the period during which we live, the time that ‘‘ blindness in part has 
happened unto Israel,” making your work, beloved friends who labour 
amongst the Jews, so specially difficult and oftentimes so specially 
discouraging. And yet let me remind you what a blessed workitis. Oh! 
how blessed those who labour to win the kindred of Jesus Christ. It isa 
blessed work, a threefold blessed work, the winning of one here and 
another there, and if any testimony is sweet to Christ, the testimony of one 
of His own kith and kin must be the sweetest of all. And then there are 
the indirect results. Perhaps they are more wonderful than the direct 
results, the wonderful lessening of the prejudices of the Jews against 
Christianity. We have seen this very year the chief magistrate of this 
city, the Lord Mayor, presiding at a meeting of the British and Foreign 
Bible Society, and speaking eloquent words on behalf of the Scriptures. I 
was present myself with the same Lord Mayor at a meeting in Billingsgate, 
where he presided over the opening of a new surgical ward, and 
over the very platform on which he stood was the text, “We 
preach Christ crucified” ; a striking illustration of the change which has 
come over the attitude of the Jews towards Christianity. There was a 
time when they could not be trusted not to heap insults on the name of 
Jesus, not to use words that caused the greatest pain to every lover of the 
Saviour. Now they acknowledge the moral beauty, I might almost say, 
the moral and spiritual supremacy of Jesus Christ, though they are still 
blind and do not see that He is their long-promised Messiah. These indirect 
results are very valuable, for they prepare the way for Gon’s final coming. 
And there is the reflex result as well, the blessing that comes upon the 
worker himself, and it will be a bad day for the Church if ever it gives up 
trying to win the Jews. I am sorry for any branch of the Christian Church 
that has not a Society working amongst the Jews. All obedience brings 
a blessing, and perhaps the more difficult the obedience the more certain 
the blessing. If we want a blessing on our Church at home by obeying the 
command to preach the Gospel to the heathen, we certainly want a 
blessing by obeying the command to the Jew first; that is that reflex 
blessing. We learn more and more the historical nature of Chris- 
tianity, that ‘‘salvation is of the Jews,” that Christianity is not a 
philosophy to be examined by itself but to be understood in 
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connexion with the old covenant that preceded it. We get to 
learn the literal accuracy of the Bible, and above all, get to under- 
stand the necessity for our Loip’s return. There are those who cherish 
the hope—and we admire them for it in a certain sense—of the millennium 
preceding our Lorn’s return. Thcre can be no millennium of course until 
the Jews are converted. I think they must be a very, very, hopeful people 
who expect the nation of Israel to be converted before our Lord returns. 
No, as we find out how obstinate is their unbelief, how terrible the blind- 
ness that possesses them, we are thrown back more and more upon the 
promise of our LcRp’s return, and we know that we have only to continue 
a little longer in a full obedience, seeking to do His will, to Jew and Gentile 
alike, as He taught us to do, and before long Gop will come and He will 
not tarry, and when He comes the veil shall drop from the eyes of the whole 
Jewish nation. Then will commence the third stage of the testimony of 
the Jews ; from the destruction of Anti-Christ to the general resurrection. 
That will be the time of a world-wide blessing, that will be the time of 
which the Socialist dreams, that will be the time that every true patriot 
longs for, that will be the time when wars shall be no more and there shall 
be no more fraud and no more violence, and no more lying and no more un- 
truths. And the first stage in the final consummation of Gon’s purpose 
will be the restoration of the Jews. It will be the restoration after long 
forfeiture of their privileges as a nation, their national and religious 
privileges. For a long time, as Hosea says, until the latter day, Israel shall 
remain without a sanctuary and without teraphim or a priestor an altar. It 
shall be the final restoration, a restoration to go no more out; it shall be a 
complete restoration. From all parts of the world the Jews shall be gathered, 
and the whole empire promised to Abraham but never fully possessed even by 
Solomon, the whole kingdom from the Euphrates to the Mediterranean shall 
be occupied by them. It shall bea restoration connected with a personal 
return of the Lorp Jesus Christ. The King shall reign. In righteousness 
and peace shall they return. It is a restoration which will begin for some 
of them, at any rate, in unbelief. The cleansing of which Ezekiel spoke is 
after they have been brought back to their own land. It will often be 
against their will, Gop bringing them into the wilderness of nations. They 
want home, they want quiet, yea they want even justice for which they 
must flee to that land which all acknowledge is rightly their own, but it 
will be against their own will. Many of the Jews in England would much 
prefer the solid advantages of English government to the sentiment attached 
to Jerusalem and Palestine. Even if they are forced back it will be due to 
the influence of a false Messiah. Another shall come in his own name 
and him they will receive, the abomination of this nation shall once more 
stand in the holy place. This false Messiah will make a covenant with the 
Jews for the last seven of the seventy-sevens, and under the influence of the 
false Messiah the Jews shall be brought into that awful tribulation of 
which the Bible so often speaks, but out of which they shall be gloriously 
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redeemed by the return of the Saviour Himself. Beloved, this is all 
beginning to be fulfilled before our very eyes. It is a geographical fact 
that Palestine is the centre of three great Continents—of Europe, Asia and 
Africa. It is a geographical fact or an historical fact rather, that from all 
these continents and from the whole world some eight or ten millions of 
Jews are beginning to set longing eyes towards the land where their nation 
had its birth, the land which Gop covenanted to give them for ever. It is 
a prophetical certainty, and though deveived by a false Messiah, the 
Jewish nation will be restored to their own land, and then the revelation 
of the Lorp Jesus Christ, that manifestation of His glory which will take 
place seven years after He has come to take away His Church will be 
witnessed. The promise of Christ, ‘‘ Ye shall see Me no more till ye shall 
say, Blessed is He that cometh in the name of the Lorp,” that prophecy of 
Christ shall be fulfilled, and the nation that is now in unbelief shall wel- 
come the returning Saviour, and Gop will once more say to them,‘ Ye are 
My witnesses” and ‘‘all flesh shall know that I am the Lorp” because of 
the wonders He has wrought for the nation that He chose for Himself.” 
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“ Go rather to. the lost sheep of the house of Israel.”

Vastly more in number, 
far more widely scattered now than then, with the veil 
still upon their heart when Moses is read, the Jews are 

_ to Christians what their forefathers appeared to Christ, 
“ the lost sheep of the house of Israel.” 

There is danger lest, in the yearning desire to 

evangelize the heathen who know not Gop, the claims 

_ of the Jews who have a zeal for Gop, but not according 
to knowledge, should be entirely overlooked, or at best 
but languidly supported. For nearly one hundred years Nearly 100

er duty in this respect, and, after a perseverance 

through evil and good report, at length has the satis- 
faction of seeing missions to the Jews coming to the 
forefront in missionary enterprise. Not only have nume- 
rous other Societies sprung into existence, vying with 
each other in strenuous effort, but the Church of England, 

through her Bishops assembled in Synod at Lambeth, 
and in Convocation of Canterbury, has spoken with no 
uncertain sound, especially with regard to Missions to 
Israelites in this country. As the State cannot remain 

_ oblivious to the rising tide of alien immigration — prin- 
cipally Jewish—neither can the Church. 

Your Society very cordially welcomes the presence to- gonveestion 
day of two of her Vice-Patrons, one of whom, the Lord 
Bishop of London, was the Chairman of the recent 
Committee of the Convocation of Canterbury, whose 
report lays great stress upon this present necessity. It 
is a real satisfaction to your Committee to remember 
that the Society has for many years pursued the method 
of parochial missions advocated by that report, and last 
year it had twelve agents engaged in this particular work.

We endeavoured to mark by some special and suitable services 
the fasts and feasts of the Jewish year, so as to get into closer 
touch with the mind and feelings of the Jews, and the effort was 
followed with considerable success. The Passover and the Feast of 
Tabernacles were thus specially marked, and there were very fair 
attendances at our special services. Addresses were given by various 
clergymen besides ourselves. Our Sunday services have been 

: eminently successful, and in a way that we could hardly have anti- 
cipated. We had in our minds Hebrew Christians especially, in 
commencing these services, and wa have been justified even in this 
direction, but we have found them distinctly useful for several who, 
hovering between two opinions, have been brought to a decision,

The medical mission has been carried on with great regularity and Medical 

with large attendances. Dr. Bell has made great way with the people. ™**!°”- 
By his kindness and care he has won the respect and affection of 
the patients, and the change of dispenser has been acceptable to all. 
The addresses have been given regularly by the appointed workers, 
and are usually listened to with great attention. We have many 
cases of great distress among them, and it is impossible to help them 
all. These gatherings of out-patients afford opportunities for con- 
versation which are made good use of, and we are able to follow some 
of them to their homes. The medical mission is a great attraction 
and brings many under the influence of the missionary who could not 
be reached in any other way. 

The mothers’ meetings have been carried on with success and with yothers 
ws numbers. The plain truths of the Gospel of the Lorp Jesus are meetings. 
set before them, and they show improvement in reverently standing 

during prayer. There is a sprinkling of Hebrew Christians among 

them, and this does good in many ways. 
Classes of various kinds are carried on by the different workers ciasses, 
among men, women and girls.

The boys’ school has always been full, and there are many appli- 
cants waiting for their turn. The girls’ has not been quite so full. 
but we have now sufficient applications to fill the vacancies. 

It might be well if some of the girls were trained more directly for 
teaching. It is difficult to persuade the parents to allow them to go 
into household service, and there is so little élse in which they can 
obtain employment. 

We trust that Gon’s blessing is, indeed, resting upon the schools. 


The Rey. A. Bernstein reports :— 


I was enabled to deliver regularly two Gospel addresses to Jews 
and Jewesses each week throughout the year, with the exception of 
August. Sometimes these’ were supplemented by other addresses, 
both at Goulston Street and elsewhere, at prayer meetings for Jews 
and proselytes. During the Feast of Tabernacles we had a special 
mission for eight days. The attention paid by the Jews of both sexes 
was remarkable. Occasionally I received hearty thanks from my 
hearers, who said that the Word of Gop did them good. 

As in former years, I had the privilege of preaching to large con- 
gregations of Jews in St. Mary's, Whitechapel, on the Feast of the 
Passover, on the Feast of Trumpets, or New Year, and on the Feast 
of Tabernacles, and assisted a little in the other services. The late 
rector was particularly glad to-see the converts at these services. 

It was impossible to speak individually to the hundreds and 
thousands of Jews who visited the Mission hall, yet these were met 
by the literature we distributed among them, and seldom did one 
refuse. They read them in our presence while waiting to see the 
doctor in turn. 

A Viennese Jew came to me as an engineer of long standing and 
applied for instruction for baptism. He said that he was going out 
to South Africa, and that hewished first to be baptized. After giving 
due instruction, and finding that he had sufficient Christian knowledge 
as well as grace, as far as human eyes could see, and that a man in 
his position could have no worldly motive by this step, I baptized him 
on June 25th, in St. Barnabas, Kensington, by permission of the 
vicar; the Rev. Charles Rainsford, one of the curates, now vicar 
of All Saints, Hertford, assisted. E 

I preached a sermon on June 11th, in St. Thomas’, Lambeth, when 
Mr. and Mrs. R. were baptized. This couple, who have two boys in 
our schools, have been our enquirers for some years, but postponed 
baptism until they had attained a position of comparative independ- 
ence. , This was now granted to them. The Revs. J. B. Barraclough 
and §. J. Deutschberger took part in the service.

Every Sunday evening we have a special service for J ews, 
of the usual evening prayers, together with i 
addresses and hymns. ee 

Our weekly lantern. lectures for adults and children ies grown 
very much. The attendances at these respectively average 50 and 
200. Lectures have been given on the sacrifices of the Old Te 
ment, the lives of the patriarchs, the life of our Lorp, the “ Pilgrim’ 
Progress, ” &e. The men soon picked up the words and tunes of th 
Yiddish hymns, and have so formed a kind of choir on Sunday. is 

I have paid 247 visits to Jews and converts during the past twelve & aS 
months, and one’s only regret is that the number is not greater, but 
the distances to be traversed are’ so great that it makes this work — 
extremely difficult. 

During the Passover season, and at other times, I dintinted tracts 
in the streets. Correspondence with Jews and converts has been 
large. One Jew, who has lately learned to pray, writes, ‘I have you 
always in my prayers to our Lorp and Saviour,” and having suffered ss 
much in the loss of his child says, ‘‘I told my ‘wife of the tedeemer ‘ee 
who loves the little ones, and only takes a child from earth when He 
thinks it best. My son is with Jesus, who loves the children. — ‘E “iis 
unite my prayers with yours for Gon’s blessing to us all. May He, tg 
for the sake of His Son, our Lorp and Saviour, give us comfort.” _ 
Another writes, ‘‘I share your hope of meeting again at no distant date, oes 
and continuing the debate so interesting on a subject which should ~ 
be with every man and every woman an all-absorbing one,” 7.¢., salva- 
tion through Christ. 

In the west of London I have visited some inclined to Christianity. : 
One, for example, influenced years ago by Christian teaching, does all gh 
he can to bring up his children amongst Christians. Another, educated — “2 
abroad, told me he could never forget the effect of the Christian teach- — > 
ing he had received, and believed it was true. A third longs to know | 
the power of Christianity, but when shown that all power is in Christ, ape 
hesitates to accept Him. A fourth, by night and day, endeavours, by — Ree 
his own understanding, to solve the mystery of ‘‘Gop manifestinthe 
flesh.” A fifth is sceptical, having left the old paths, bay, is still im 
terested in what Christians believe. 

The Old Boys’ Union has now changed its name, and is called we 
‘Qld Scholars’ Union,” as it was felt advisable to have a union sy 
embracing all old scholars. Quarterly meetings have been held, 
addresses given, and music provided during the evening. TON 

In conclusion, I will mention a conversation I had with an educated

Of three converts under instruction by me at the end of the year, 
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one has been called home ; though suffering much, he died in peace, 
trusting simply in that crucified Saviour who had died for him. 


Mr. N. Herz regularly attended the medical mission 
at Goulston Street on Thursdays and Saturdays. On 
the former day, devoted to women patients, he conducted. 
a short service in Yiddish, and gave a practical exposi- 
tion of some portion of the Old or New Testament. He 
says :—

and most encouraging, and I truly believe that Gop’s Holy Spirit is © 


working in the hearts of many. Very many Jewesses read the New 
Testament in the hall while waiting for their turn to see the physician. 
I also attend two days in the week at the reading room to look after 
the Jews who come to read. I took the afternoon service with Mr. 
Weiman alternately, and always had a moderately good attendance of 
women with husbands or children. 


Miss Kate Burney (Ladies’ Union missionary) says in 
her report that she has never seen such evident tokens 
of Divine blessing on the work as during the year just 
past. She mentions the following interesting inci- 
dents :— 


Amongst the men, one case is that of a Jew who, a few weeks ago, 
passed to his eternal rest in perfect peace, because he knew he had 
found Christ, in whom he had believed, and, as he said to a relative 
who wished to bring in a rabbi just before the end, ‘‘ My Saviour is 
my rabbi.” I knew this man when he cared nothing for religion, 
and came to the hall only when he was in want, or, at best, to pass 
away an idle hour. But, at the hall, Gop met with him through the 
hymn-singing, and then, as time passed on, we all noticed his gradual 
change, and growth in grace. He wished to be baptized, but the 
bitter opposition of his wife delayed it until it was too late. One 
Sunday evening, however, he professed himself a Christian before all 
in the hall by taking part in our prayer meeting, and praying in the 
name of Jesus. All his friends knew of his faith in Christ; and the 
perfect peace in which that faith enabled him to meet death, has made 
a great impression on all those who saw him towards the end. 

In our mothers’ meeting one Jewess, who has attended for many 
yéarsand seemed Gospel-hardened, has lately passed away. Before 
her death she had to go into the infirmary, where she entered herself, 

- against the wishes of her friends, as a Christian, so that she might be 
buried as such ; she died, professing her entire faith in Jesus Christ 
as her only Saviour. Another member, who has attended for some

three or four years, spoke the other day most simply and earnestly of 
her trust in Christ; she is now sending her children‘to our class, and 
bringing others to the services where she has herself ‘found peace. 


Miss M. S. Goss (Ladies’ Union missionary) reports 
evident signs of progress and blessing. She says:— __ 


Children. The children, who come regularly to us on Saturday afternoons, 
behave very differently to those who come to our other meetings, and — 
this encourages us to persevere. One of these children—a girl of 
twelve years old, who joined the class about two years ago—gave us 
so much trouble that we doubted the wisdom of allowing her to come 
with the others. Lately a remarkable change has come over her. 
She said one day, ‘‘ I do ask Jesus to make me good, and I think He 
will; Miss Burney says He will.”” From that time we have had no 
trouble with her, and her good example is a great help amongst the 
others. One of our boys, who spent a short time in the Streatham 
Schools, is constantly asking if we may not sing such and such a hymn, 
and then adds, ‘‘ We used to sing that at Streatham.” We are often 
told the children sing the hymns they learn with us in their own ~ 
homes. 

Baptism. I instructed for baptism a Jewess, who has been a member of the 
mothers’ meeting for many years; she was baptized last September. 
She is so bright and happy, and those who have known her many 
years bear testimony to the wonderful change which they see in her. 
Another member of the mothers’ meeting is taking regular instruction, 
and hoping to be baptized shortly. Just recently another of our 
women has declared herself to be a believer in the Lorp Jesus Christ. 


The colporteur, Mr. A. Weiman, took part in the services 
in Goulston Street, conducted 42 services, visited 353 
Jews and proselytes, distributed 27 Bibles, 485 portions 
and New Testaments, 10 ‘‘ Old Paths,” 7 “ Pilgrim’s Pro- 
gress,” and about 1300 tracts. He sold 11 Bibles, 40 
portions and New Testaments, and 1 ‘Old Paths.” He 
was engaged in visiting and street work. Hesays:— ‘ 

The leaflets which I wrote for Passover and the Feast of Taber- 
nacles were greatly appreciated by Jews and converts. I in- ~— 
structed 17 enquirers. Several young men came to my house on ' 
Sundays. The hymns which I translated and composed in Yiddish 
are used at our Saturday afternoon services, and on Wednesday night 
at the singing class. 


Colportage. 


Mrs. Sales, Bible-woman, found much encouragement 
" woman: in house-to-house visitation. Having been brought up 
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a Jewess, and knowing Yiddish, she has been able to win 
the confidence of many. She attends the dispensary 
twice a week, and many appreciate the teaching, and 
the Mothers’ Meeting, where the average attendance is 
about 80. .

Dr. W. R. Bell has succeeded him 
in this department, and most generously gives his free 
services to it. 
‘ General attendance last year was 6,130 patients, of Strtistics. 
whom 38,582 were new cases; about 1,850 surgical cases. 
Miss Schneider reports :— 


» The medical mission was uniformly well attended, except during a 
few weeks at the end of the year, when the Jewish unemployed stood 
before our mission house and interfered with our patients, until the 
police moved them on. Since then the numbers have steadily increased. 
We have now opened a fourth time in the week—on Wednesday after- 
noons. 

’ My.children’s class being too large last year, I fixed the number at 
25. I had nine women in the adult class, instructed 13 enquirers, and 
distributed 700 tracts.

In a parish like this, especially, in which somé 15,000 Jews reside, 
the Jew cannot be neglected. To preach and to teach the Gospel here, 
largely among a foreign people, is like being engaged in foreign mis- __ 
sionary work at home. / 


A difficult It is difficult and trying work, requiring much patience and tact. 
andurying Tt is our aim to break down bitter, unreasoning prejudice; to explain 


the grounds of our belief, and to lead the Jew to complete his Judaism — 
by adding to it Christianity. We never urge any to be baptized, nor 
do we ever baptize a Jew without making him seriously count the - 
cost. - 
Our Jewish work is organized upon the same lines almost as our 
Christian work. There are two of the clergy, a lady worker, anda — 
Hebrew Christian layman responsible, almost entirely, for Jewish 
work, and one of our buildings is quite given up to Jewish meetings _ 
and classes. 


Services. Services.—These have been held regularly throughout the year. 
Every Saturday afternoon the open-air pulpit has been occupied by a 
preacher able to speak to Hebrews, and they have frequently gathered 
in large numbers, the men always greatly preponderating. te 
_ Frequently services have been subsequently held also in the 
Church, the outside congregation being invited to enter the building. 

The services for Jews have thus ceased to be a novelty, and much~ 
less opposition to the Jew by the Jew, in consequence of his entering ~

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Amone Mey.—The reading room for Jewish men has been kept 

- open throughout the year. As usual, we have encouraged discussion 

after the reading of the Bible. Lantern lectures have been given ; 

reading and writing taught ; and books, magazines, papers, &c., have 
been provided. _ 


Axone Women.—Two mothers’ meetings for Jewish women are 
held every week. These meetings are always closed with a hymn and 
prayer, after the Bible has been read, and a short address given. 
Some of the women have been members for several years. 


Among Youtus.—Nothing could be keener than the interest taken 
in the gymnasium by our Jewish lads. The young Jews are naturally 
fond of athletigs, being desirous of emulating their Christian brethren.

On 
sewing nights they have worked extremely well, and in consequence 
gained several prizes at the summer exhibition. A good many of 
them now attend a Sunday evening Bible class, and seem mucli in- 

_ terested in both Old and New Testament stories, all. answer questions 
on the lesson, some being eager to do so. From time to time they 
have a social evening, which they greatly enjoy. But the great treat 
of the year was one day in the summer, when, through the kindness 
of Mrs. Booth, they, with others, were entertained at Hampton Court, 
where they had such a delightful time that one or two remarked the 
following day that they had not been able to sleep properly for think- 
ing of it. 

Tue Junior Girts’ Cruz has kept up its numbers, and has taken 

_ great interest in its vari6us occupations. 


Amone CriLtpREY.—The Jewish boys and girls are always delighted 
to come to our meetings. 

Every night, excepting Saturday, an impatient crowd of children 
wait to be admitted to our hall. There instruction is given in read- 
ing, writing, drawing, Holy Scripture, drill, singing, sewing, &c. 

Numbers can always be got, but the lack of workers cripples us in 
this, as in other branches of our Jewish work.

_ of whom says in his report :— 

Our Saturday and Sunday services in the churchyard, and after- 
wards in the church, have been a means of making known the Gospel 
to Jews of all classes. Many who have listened to the preaching of 
the Word of Gop, and have left London for other parts of the world, 
have written letters proving that they have not forgotten what they 
had heard at our services. : 

A young Jew from Roumania who had attended our services and 
left a year ago, came back to London. He came at once to see me, 
and acknowledged the great benefit he had received from coming to 
our church, and desired instruction in the New Testament. 

Another Jew, who regularly attended our services for nine months, 
writes from Galicia thanking me for the interest I took in him while 
he was in London, and asking me to send him a New Testament and 
the ‘‘Old Paths,” both in Hebrew, as he is having some very interest- 
ing arguments with the Jews in his town about the Messianic pro- 
phecies. 

Once, when I had finished preaching to a congregation of about 
250 Jews from the text in Heb.i. 1, 2, one of them stood up in 
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the church, and, on behalf of his brethren, thanked me for the - 


message of salvation, and wished me and my fellow-workers Gop’s 
blessing in our efforts to bring Israel to Christ. 


Many Jews who attend our services are reading the New Testament a 


and studying for themselves the claims of Jesus to be Israel’s Messiah. 
- During the past year special services have again been held during 
the Passover, Feast of Weeks, and Feast of Tabernacles, with encourag- 
ing results. Our open-air meetings in the churchyard have been a 
special attraction to the Jews at such times, and many who otherwise 
would never have had an opportunity of hearing the Gospel, have, 


through these means, been reached, and sometimes as many as 800 to 


1,000 men and women quietly stood for half-an-hour and listened 
attentively to an address from one of the missionaries. As questions 
and argumentsare not allowedat any of theservices in the parish church, 
enquirers were invited to come to our mission hall, 62, Fieldgate Street, 
where educational and Bible classes have been held twice a week. 

The work amongst the children is hopeful. We do not admit any 
children to our meetings without the consent of their parents. 

House-to-house visitation is another branch of our work. In most 
places I am asked to come again and bring something to read. 

Street evangelization and distribution of the Scriptures and tracts 
have proved a great blessing. In Whitechapel Rvuad and its neigh- 
bourhood one continually meets with Jews from all parts of the world 
who, through a New Testament or missionary literature, are brought 
in contact with the Gospel, many for the first time. t

S. is a young married lady whom I have visited for three or 
four years. She has read the Old and New Testaments, and is quite 
convinced that Jesus is the Messiah ; she likes the Christian religion, 
and has made up her mind to be a Christian, and would be baptized 
but for her mother’s grief at such an action. Se: 

Mrs. L. received me very kindly, and when I spoke of the Messiah, convineed. 
she said ‘‘ We are expecting Him, but He is not Jesus; no Jews will 
believein Him asthe Messiah.” I said, ‘‘ If I bring you a New Testa- 
ment, will you read it?” She promised she would. Gop has opened 
her eyes. She said when she read of His death and suffering it made 
her weep bitterly, and she now believes Him to be the Messiah. She 
recently Jeft for South Africa, and said to me, in the presence of three

Your venerable missionary, the Rev. J. M. Eppstein, 
whose serious state of health is a matter for the deepest 
regret, reports :— 
We began the year with seven inmates in the Home. We opened Inmates in 
a reading-room and supplied it with Yiddish and other newspapers. ‘* #™* 
We enlarged our night-class for teaching English, and are thankful 
to say that we are getting a few into the reading-room., Additional 
applications have been made for admittance into the Home, and 
we receive this as an earnest of more blessing. Of the forty admitted 
_ there were only six remaining at the close of the year. These repre- 
sented a good deal of difficulty during that time, considering the 
different countries from which they came, and the contempt that each 
has for those who are not hisown countrymen. We have had Russian, vitticulties. 
Frieslander, Hungarian, Polish, German, Austrian, Spanish and 
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Asiatic Jews. Then there are the different degrees of education ; some 
can hardly read Hebrew, and those who know Hebrew look down upon 
those who do not. There is also the difficulty of language; for 
instance, I was obliged to instruct separately a little Spanish en-

quirer; some do not understand Yiddish, others do not understand 
German. 

Considering all these disadvantages, we thank Gop that we have 
been permitted to form these enquirers into classes and to instruct 
them daily, from nine to one o’clock, p.m., in nothing else but the 
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: Scripture truth of the Old and New Testaments. In this work I 
_ have been always most ably and lovingly assisted by colporteur 
_ Sopote, and the superintendent, Dr. Gelbert, both of whom take a vital 


interest in the spiritual welfare of the inmates. My time has been 
much occupied in revising tracts and books, especially in Spanish, 


_ such as Dr. Ryle’s book for youbg men, Spanish hymns, &e. With 


failing health, I am most thankful to record that I have been able to 
preach and to lecture on behalf of the Society seventy-eight times, and 
have given a hundred and fifty-seven lessons in Scripture during the 
year that is gone by. At these lessons there were not only the in- 
mates present, but also strangers passing through Bristol on their 
way to Cardiff and Swansea, and also a few of the Bristol Jews—so 
that we had under instruction last year over fifty Jews, ten of whom 
have confessed the Lorp Jesus Christ at the baptismal font. 

We have entered upon a new branch of work, ‘‘ Gospel correspond- 
ence with Russia.”’” We most heartily and sincerely thank Gop for 
this opportunity which He has opened out for us to reach the 
millions of Russian Jews. The simple fact is that we have not gone 
out to seek them, but they have sought us out. They come to 
us all the way from Russia to be instructed in the way of salvation. 
It is not the ignorant or the mercenary with whom we have to deal, 
but it is the highly educated, the most respectable and learned Jews. 
Thus, three rabbis came from their own country with no other object 
than to be carefully instructed in the way of salvation. 

Sending tracts by post being found too expensive, a periodical, 
Kol Shophar (The Voice of a Trumpet), has been issued and circu- 
lated. Atter despatching the first number and a good many tracts 
and short commentaries, we received many letters, of which the fol- 
lowing is a sample :-— 

“Your welcome letters are excellent, and your pamphlets and tracts 
have created quite a commotion in our town. All we regret is that they 
are so few ; can you not send us more of these and other literature, as 
there are so many anxious to read them? Some of my friends have 
bought New Testaments, which-they read, but, alas! do not under- 
stand, and have no one to explain to them. I earnestly repeat my 
request: send us more books, and explain to us in your letters our 


‘difficulties.’’ 


In a letter written: direct to Mr. Eppstein, gratitude 
is expressed by the young students of a Yeshivah (or 
Rabbinical College), one of whom says :— 


“‘We highly appreciate such instructive and precious words. Write 
more and send us more tracts, as we are thirsting for the truth. Before 
we read these letters and books we were agnostics, as what we knew 
of religion was based upon the Talmud, in which we did not believe; 
but now we see and understand that there is a Gop of Israel, and of 
the other nations as well. Norcan we deny the words of our Christian 
teacher that Jesus of Nazareth is the true Messiah. Our young friends 
were delighted to receive your letters and books, and we trust, sir, 
that you will continue to lead us in the way of life and salvation.” 
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Having sent out more letters, hundreds of tracts, and New Testa- a 
ments in leaflets, we received a great many letters of thanks both from 
rabbis, students, and laymen, all encouraging us to send more, asthey 
were greatly appreciated and valued. an

The Rev. 8S. T. Bachert, in his report, speaks very 
encouragingly of the spiritual work done through the — 
medical mission and other agencies. Ile says:— = = 

The numbers attending on medical days at our mission hall were 
6,770 Jews, of whom 3,411 were patients wishing to see the doctor. 
500 Gospel addresses have been delivered during the past year. : 

It was touching to hear a poor consumptive Jew on my right, and 
two Jewish women on my left, singing at our mission service so 
heartily and reverently, their faces beaming brightly: ““Oh, whata 
Saviour that He died for me!” 

They not only come to our mission hall, but were willing to receive 
missionaries in their own homes in over 900 instances. 

‘lhe evening classes for young Jews have been very encouraging 
indeed ; all those attending have certainly been brought within sound 
of the Gospel. 

Our Sunday school for Jewish children, and the Monday evening — 
classes for the same, conducted by Miss Winslow and other workers, 
are progressing, asis also the mothers’ meeting. The addresses given 
are listened tu with the greatest attention, and I have seen, on several 
occasiuns, poor Jewish women weeping when spoken to about their 
soul’s salvation. ‘ 

I cannot sufficiently thank Dr. McKenna for all his self-sacrificing — 
help ; he always has « kind and loving wurd for the patients, aud his 
great interest in the Jews they themselves acknowledge. I am most — 
grateful, also, to the Jady dispensers, and other voluntary workers at 
the medical mission, for all the kind assistance they have so cheer 
fully given. a 

The following Scriptures and tracts have been circulated and wil- 
lingly accepted by many thousands of Jews, representing many an 
hour of patient labour in preaching and speaking tu them: New 
Testaments, 747; Bibles, Hebrew and Yiddish, -08; portions of Serip- 
ture, 5617 ; tracts and other publications, 8,906. \ ore ae 

One Jew said, ‘I want that book out of which you have been read- 
ing those beautiful words.” “But it isa New Testament,” said the _ 
missionary. ‘‘ Well, I want to read it in my own language, and study 
it fur myself.” I gave New Testaments to eight Jewish girls, varying ~ 
in age from 12 to 14 years; some of them are reading therefrom to 
their mothers as a result, and some of their fathers are now study- — 
ing the New Testament, and are not ashamed to confess to other Jews —

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that they are doing so. And if, in the course of the past.year, 747 


New Testaments have been circulated amongst the Jews, 747 Jews, 
at least, will have read the truth. 


Mr. Bachert, in speaking of the most encouraging work 
amongst the Jewish emigrants who have passed through 
Liverpool during the last twelve months, says :— 


We have calculated that no less than 20,000 Jews have been spoken 20,000 
to at the landing stage and at different docks ; all have heard the way “"'"*"* 
of salvation, and thousands have willingly accepted portions of Scrip- 
ture and tracts in Yiddish, German, and English, amounting to 8,9v6. 
What a number of silent messengers aud witnesses for Christ have 
they taken to the new world ! 

During the year about a dozen Jews presented themselves for bap- 
tism, but having experienced-great difficulty in finding work for them, 

I was obliged to say I could not baptize them. 

I know of several Jews who are not far from the Kingdom of Gon; 
Jews who dare to defend publicly the religion of Christ, and to confess 
that the truth is on the side of Christianity; and L know of Jews who 
would gladly become Christians were they not afraid of the persecu- 
tion of their relatives and friends, and the loss of all they possess. 


Mr. John Kirsch, having passed through St. John’s 
Hall, Highbury, commenced work at this station last 
June. He says:— 


The most important part of my work is among the Jewish emigrants, Emigrants. 
akout 500 of whom pass through Liverpool every week. They chiefly 
come from Russia aud Roumania, aud most have never heard the 
Gospel. I give them portions of the New ‘l'estament and tracts, which 
they receive with thanks. I have experienced great kindness in most 
of the Jewish houses visited, aud always had opportunities to bring 
before them the truth. 

The evening classes for men, and the Sunday school for children, ¢ 
have given me yreat encouragement. One man suid to me, “ My little 
girl always repeats at home the lessuns and hymns she has been taught 
at school.” 

1 visited 244 Jewish homes. 


Mr. Elias Asch, in his report, sums up as follows :— 


It must be admitted that the most important part of the work in the 
mission is dealing with the individual—the personal talk to one; the 
direct message and exhortation personally have more weight than in 
an address to a crowd, especially iu the Jewish mission field. : 
1 called on a very orthodox Jew; on my first visit he would not Visitation. 
hear we. 1 met him again in the street, and asked him why he was 
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afraid to talk to me the other day. He Ee that I should come a 
and see him on Saturday. When I called, he had before him the — 

Midrash Rabba and the Chizzuk Emunah. We talked about Chris- 
tianity from 6 p.m. till 11.30. Since then I am always welcomed 
whenever I yisit him. In this, and other cases, I ‘keep to the 
Word of Gop for all proofs. I also visit Jewish shops, where 2 
I soon have eight or ten Jews around me listening. I welcome Jewish 
young men on Sunday afternoon to my house, and very often they — 
accompany me to church. I visited 134 Jewish families in Mancheater, Re 
and 334 in Liverpool.

The Rev. K. E. Khodadad visited Manchester from 
Liverpool during the first half of the year, and took up 
his residence in Manchester on July 8. The mission 
hall was re-opened on September 6. He says:— —

“There are about 25,000 Jews in Manchester, mostly sugegad ine se 
tailoring, waterproof- -making, cap-making, cabinet-making, and — he 
dealing in jewellery, slipper-making, &c. ‘Our: work among them 
consists of twelve weekly meetings, and classes, and visiting. ar 

The Free Medical Dispensary was opened on Wednesdays and ee 
Saturdays, and was always well attended. On Saturdays we were so” 
crowded that we were compelled to send many patients away. The 
doctor’s register shows that during the nine-and-a-half months that 
the dispensary was open, nearly 3,000 prescriptions were made up. 
This does not represent the whole Tanase of attendances, which was > 
much larger, as we had always a number of former patients and 
others present merely for the services and addresses. Before the 
arrival of the doctor we held a service for them, with DEByeRS, ee 
reading and expounding the Holy Scriptures.. 

The preaching of the Gospel, and the practical Christian kindiceas 

of Dr. Rodger and other workers, have been the two great factors 

in removing a great deal of J ewish prejudice and inducing many to 
examine the claims of our Lorp. Many who used to be bitter 
opponents of Christianity are to-day ardent admirers of our Lornp. 
Several, whose only knowledge of Christianity_was derived fromthe 
blasphemous book, Zoldoth Yeshu, are now conversant with the ‘was 
life and work of our Lorp, as recorded in the Gospels. % a: 

One of the most encouraging branches is our work amongst 
the children. When we started the class in September we A 
had only a few scholars, but their number gradually increased, until — 
by the end of the year it reached 54. During the first half-hour _ 
Miss Doubble teaches them sewing, then I teach them a text and a a 
hymn, and tell them a Bible story. iy 

I spend three evenings: a week—Tuesday, Thursday and Friday— e 
from 7.30 to 10.380 or 11 o’clock, in our reading-room. me ena 
Bibles and tracts are placed on the table, and Jews come in sma

groups to read them. I invite them to join with me in reading a 


portion of Gop’s Word. They almost invariably giwe their assent. 
These Bible readings have proved very effective in correcting many 
of their misunderstandings, and in inducing them to search the 
Scriptures for themselves. . 

Classes for English instruction, three for men and three for women, Classes. 
were held. Miss Doubble has charge of the classes for women, and 
Miss G. Lees and Mr. Lawton teach the men. From time to time 
I take the men’s classes. The Bible’is used as our text-book. The 
largest number at the men’s class was 10. 

1 paid about 500 visits to Jews in Liverpool and Manchester, and Visits. 
‘was invariably well received. 


Miss Doubble reports :— 


The children’s class has been a great delight to me. The numbers With the 
have largely increased, besides which, the interest of the children ania: 
has deepened, and their attendance been much more regular. The 
seed is being sown in the hearts of the 40 or 50 children who are 
present. Out of 18 classes which have been held in succession, six + 
children have not missed at all, and seven more have only missed 
once, and so on. 

The young women’s class, tov, has been an encouragement to me Women. 
this winter, and has kept up in numbers very well. Three times a 
week I have, as a rule, 10, 12, 14, or even more, each evening, the 
highest number reached being 21, or 50 during the three evenings. 

The increased attention and reverence of behaviour during the 
service, which precedes the doctor’s visit, has been most marked. 

One Saturday, a short time ago, 66 patients were crowded into our 
small room (\6 more than the doctor really undertakes to see), and 
although a large number were strangers, there was perfect quiet and 


order during the service, and yet there could not have been much 


comfort for any of them thus crowded together. One young man, 
who has attended the Medical Mission for years, and has lately begun 
to attend the reading-room, is earnestly and thoughtfully enquiring 


into Christianity.

Mr.. R. 8. Spiegel sends the following report :— 


In the medical mission the attendance of patients amounted to 3,432. Medical 
The attention paid to the addresses has greatly improved, and the ™*02. 
noble services so treely rendered by Drs. Fox and Rowling are in 
themselves the best testimony to the genuineness of our missionary 
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efforts amongst the Jews in this city. The kindness shown by our 
medical friends ‘to the patients is to the majority of them’ a mystery. 
“The doctor is a noble man; it is most cheering for a poor, perse- 
cuted Jew to hear such friendly words as I have heard from him; it 
gives a Jew courage and hope,’’said one. ‘‘The doctor deserves we 
should kiss his feet,” is an orientalism and a very frequent expression 

of gratitude. Such words induce me to ask them, ‘‘ Why are the 
doctors so kind ; is it not because of Jesus, the Jewish Messiah, whom 
they have accepted as their Saviour, and whom you ought to 
acknowledge on the strength of Moses and the Prophets” ?” 

Services. The Saturday services fur men have been very well attended, the 
questions put after the addresses indicating the interest the Jewstake 
in the study of the New Testament and Christianity. Oneday more — 
than two hours and twenty minutes were spent in a serious and qniet - 
study of ‘‘ the Gop-Sonship of Jesus Christ according to the Old Testa- 
ment,”’ which theme had been proposed by my hearers on a previous 
Saturday. .- : ; to ; 

Out of the 350 to 380 Jewish men who attended the servizes, 86 
' asked for Yiddish New Testaments. 

Mothers’ The mothers attending our meetings begin to appreciate our 

meenns*- motives ; they buy the garments they make. I read and explain to — 
them in Yiddish a portion of the New Testament, concluding with the 
Lorv’s Prayer. Ie 

Children. Every week a number of Jewish children crowd our hall. They 
learu Messianic passages and hymns. We had a special examination, 
and two little girls, of 11 or 12 years of age, having answered all the 
questions withont a single mistake, obtained special prizes. 

The lending library is made use of by a good many of the boys and 
girls attending our meetings. 

Girls’ Band, The Girls’ Band, formed for the elder girls, make garments for the 
Zenana Bible and Medical Mission. Missionary news, as a means by 
which the Gospel is preached to them, has all the charm of complete 
novelty, and ‘‘their questions and remarks show intelligence,” says 
our kind and voluntary lady-worker, ‘‘ which is quite above the 
average.” baa 

Over 2,000 tracts, 430 Christmas letters in Yiddish, about 200 New — 
Testaments in Yiddish, and a few Hebrew and Yiddish Old Testa- 
ments, have been circulated, and 28 English Old Testaments, a grant 
from the British and Foreign Bible Soviety, were presented by us to 
children attending our meetings.

Miss M. Keith reports :-— 


Rbatet Many Jews are secret believers, who have not yet the courage 
believers to confess Christ openly. From the children we have abundant 
testimony that many of them love the Lorp. Amongst the women, 
too, we have great encouragement. ‘They are more difficult to 
reach than the men or the children, being much more prejudiced, 
but even they are different. One said to me at the mothers’ meeting, _

“« We owe Jesus a great deal, He did so much for us; if we could only 
pay Him back a little.” Another said, ‘‘ He pleads with Gop for us; 
it is just like this. He knocks at the door, and Gop opens to us!” 

During the year the attendance at all the meetings increased, in 
spite of manifold difficulties, such as want of space, impure atmosphere, 
and spying by the Jewish authorities, who sent some of their ladies to 
watch the mothers coming from our meeting. 

The want of workers has been a great drawback. It seems well 
nigh impossible to get them—especially for the children. 

Tn visiting amongst the Jews, I found an open door and hearty wel- 
come everywhere, and the readiness with which they entered into con- 
versation on spiritual things was a great encouragement. The growing 
desire to read the New Testament is another very hopeful sign, and 
also the pleasure with which they listen to the reading of it.

The Rev. J. Lotka reports considerable progress in 
the dissemination of the Holy Scriptures and other 
religious publications, by himself and Mr. Kadansky, 
among resident and emigrant Jews passing through 
this town, and he was glad to meet with proofs that 
these publications were read. Thus :— 


One Jew told me that he was much interested in the Life of Jesus 
(in Yiddish), which he had evidently read carefully. Another was 


_ much struck by the quotations from the Jewish Prayer Book. 


In the winter there was a fair attendance of Jews at 
the Mission House. [ive evenings in the week Mr. Lotka 
held classes, at which the New Testament was read. 
With regard to the Saturday afternoon services Mr. Lotka 
Says :-— ; 

I read the portion of Scripture appointed to be read in the synagogue, 
and based my discourse thereon. These services, in many cases, 
proved a means of bringing the Word to Jews who would not other- 
wise have heard it, and it was interesting to see those who attended 
regularly growing more eager to know something about the lesson. 
They also find their places more easily in the Prayer Book and follow 
the prayers more intelligently. 

My circle of acquaintances has widened, and I was enabled to pay 
486 visits to Jews in their houses and places of business during the 
year. I was everywhere kindly received, and on many an occasion 
permitted to testify to the grace of Gop in Christ Jesus, sometimes in 
the presence of whole families and visitors, Now and then I had to 
rebuke a scoffer, but was usually listened to with attention and 
respect. On the whole I may say that I have gained the confidence 
and even friendship of many Jews in this town.

are far from safe, any neighbouring Jew knowing or suspecting that 
the missionary is there will hammer away until he is admitted! To 
refuse admittance is sure to bring disaster to the individual or Pee 
who deny it, in more ways than one.

It is much more difficult when I call at 
private houses, yet even in these sometimes a long discussion of |

invitations to come and see Jews in their own homes, through offering 
tracts in the streets. On such occasions prejudices are removed, — 
questions answered, the cardinal doctrines of Christianity explained, 
passages of Scripture are read and interpreted, tracts or books are 
given away, and one or two or more of those present ask n me to visit - 
them, for the first time. ; 
Adventures Tet, me close by relating. the adventure of a copy of our Book of 
Book. <a Common Prayer in Hebrew. On the first day of the at Nee s 
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Year I accosted a group of Jews outside a synagogue. I had that 
book under my arm, as I nevercarry my hand-bag on Sabbaths and feast 
days, to avoid giving unnecessary offence to Jews. After somb talk, 
some one snatched the book from me and vanished into the synagogue. 
Knowing that they do not like my presence there, I went on my way. 
A few days later the man called at my house to apologize and explain 
his object, saying: ‘‘ Mr. R. is ignorant of the meaning of a Hebrew 
word, but having a good voice he was chosen for our Chazzan (reader) 
for the Terrible Days (New Year and Day of Atonement). He isa 
fanatic, and always rails against anyone talking with you. I took 
that book for the purpose of punishing him. I placed it on his desk 
and took away his Jewish prayer-book. R. did not notice the change, 
opened your book, and was about to proceed, when he seemed puzzled. 
He turned page after page in vain. All he knew was he could not find 
the prayers he had to read, and he was not able to recognise that the 


“copy before him was that of the Prayer Book of the Church of England. 


One of the leading Jews standing near the reader took the book, 
threw it aside, after having glanced at the title page, and being a 
friend of R’s placed his own ‘‘seder” on the desk. When service was 
over, R. was taken to task by his friend for having a Christian Prayer 
Book. At last,’ said my caller, ‘‘I told them the truth, lest R. should 


_ suffer. The book passed from one to another, the whole congregation. 


agreeing that but for the name of Jesus the prayers were excellent.” 
One day, later on, I entered a Jewish boarding house, and was 
surprised to find a foreign Jew reading out aloud and explaining the 
contents of that very Prayer Book, to some eight of his co-religionists 
boarding in the same house. He had found it, he declared, in a 
synagogue, and would not part with it. He paid me two shillings 
for it, and then asked for some tracts, which he took with him to 
Brody, Austria, a few days later. 423 visits have been paid during 
the year to as many different families, in most of these houses the 
Gospel was listened to for hours. Classes for religious instruction 
were held during four months, several times weekly, the attendance 


being 109 different individuals. The number of Jews received at my 


house was, including the above attendance, 760, of whom 73 were 
proselytes and eight enquirers.

She has found an entrance into many of the houses, and many of the 
Jewesses, in their turn, have visited her in her lodgings. — ‘She has 
had one Jew under instruction for some months. ‘The Hebrew” 
Christians in Belfast have been regularly visited by her.

One of | i 


these was the son of the colporteur in the Scotch mission at Safed. 
Another has a very remarkable history. In his early manhood he — 


had lived in Constantinople, where he had shown a bitter hostility, to 


Christianity, and had prevented many from frequenting the meetings ' 


held by missionaries. He was won for Christ ata church in Singapore ; 
soon afterwards his wife was baptized. They then went to Glasgow, 


where they lived for some years; thence they came with their three — 


children to the Cork Exhibition, where they had a stall. One result 
of our efforts was shown in a Jew, a stall-holder, who came to Dublin 
en route to England after the exhibition closed. ._Whilst there he 


visited our reading-room frequently, and openly attended the ser- 


vices in Old St. Kevin’s, and was not ashamed to preach Christ fe 
several Jews in Dublin. 


Tae Country Districrs.—The scattered Jews thionghant the s ined 
cities, towns, and villages of Ireland have not heen neglected. 
Limerick, Waterford, and Londonderry have thus been visited, besides 
smaller places. This useful work has been combined with deputation 
work. 

There are not a few Jews in Ireland whose thoughts have’ been’ 


leavened by the doctrine of the New Testament; they not only are — 


thoroughly conversant with it, but it is the guide of their lives, and 


appealed toas an authority, which i isfinal. Recently lsaw a Jewcoming ~ 


towards me whom I have always looked upon as a follower of Christ. 

I stopped to speak to him. He enquired, sympathetically, how the 
work was getting on; this led to a discussion upon faithful discbarse 
of duty, during which he quoted the parable of the talents as proof of 

Gon’s requirements from us. 


Another Jew asked me if I could give him a book vhih sald 
by metaphysical arguments, prove the immortality of the souk I 
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eee out to him that the best proof was the resurrection of Jesus 
rist. This he admitted, and he added, ‘‘ You and I can understand 
how Gop, though a Spirit, could take a material form; but the Jews 
cannot see this. I want some arguments from a Jewish standpoint 
to meet Jewish objectors to the doctrine.” 


Mr. Crosby reports :-— 


During the first four months of the year Mr. Breslau worked in mr. Breslau. 
Dublin and Belfast, when he was removed to Warsaw. He left 
behind him many Jews, once hoatilp to him, who had learnt during 
the two years he had laboured in Ireland, both to respect him and 
to listen to his message with favour. This was the result of patient 
house-to-house visitation. 


Mrs. Adeney (Miss Webster), who was at Cork until con. 
the end of September, when she left to be married to the 
Rey. J. H. Adeney, of Bucharest, sends the following 
account of her work :— 


Numbers of Jews were attracted by hopes of making money at the 
Cork International Exhibition. I found these much more approach- 
able than the ordinary residents. They always welcomed my visits, 
and were eager for literature, especially for the missionary papers, 
Berith Am and Kol Shophar. They were most ready to discuss Scrip- 
tural subjects, and some were glad to have their children admitted as 
pupils into church parochial schools. Some of the local clergy were 
most kind, and had conversations with Jews in whom I was specially 
interested. Two Hebrew Christians were stall-holders, and they 
were most useful to me in my missionary work. bs 

I had much encouragement in a class for men, one of whom became 
greatly interested as he read the ‘‘ Pilgrim’s Progress,” developed 
into an enquirer, and read the Bible with great diligence. 


Mr. B. S. Rosenthal, who worked in Ireland for the 
last five months of the year, says :— 


My work consisted of visiting, night-school for boys, classes for 
men, and a service in German every Sunday in Old St. Kevin’s 
Church. I visited Waterford during the ‘ Palestine Exhibition ” 
held there in November, and Belfast, where I gave an address in St. 
’ Mary’s Church to a number of Jews and Christians. I was able to 
visit many in their houses, and generally had a good reception and 
very interesting conversations. 

The most difficult part of the work in Dublin is house-to-house visi- 
tation. The people fight shy of the missionary, and often the recep- 
tion he meets with is anything but cordial. 

The night-school for children and classes for men have been very 
encouraging. 

The boys’ class was well attended up to Christmas; it is a pleasure . 
to teachthem. They are intelligent, well-behaved, and are, as a rule, 
interested in the reading of the Word of Gop. 
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With regard to the men’s classes, although the numbers are not 
large, yet those who come do so with a desire to know something about 
Christ and His teaching. Most of our time is spent in discussing the 
Scriptures referring to Him.

The Principal, the Rev. Henry Oliver Allbrook, | 


reports :— 


Of seventeen candidates for admission, eleven were deemed eligible 
and were therefore accepted, but one of them on his arrival from the 
Continent declined to enter, on the ground that he desired a college 


education and not to learn a trade. So the number actually admitted ~ 


was ten, and seven of these were received on the recommendation of 
missionaries of the London Society for Promoting Christianity 
amongst the Jews. Twelve left in the course of the year; five at 
their own request, four were dismissed, and three completed the full 


term of three years. Of the remaining twelve, seven are learning to 


be compositors, three to be printers, and two to be book-binders. 

Two (one from Galicia, the other from Roumania) were baptized 
in St. Bartholomew’s, Dalston Lane, by the Rev. E. 8. Briihl. z 

Three resident inmates were confirmed on the 12th of May, 1902, 
at St. Mark’s, Victoria Park, by the Bishop of Stepney. 

Three former inmates have been employed throughout the year, and 
two have had partial employment. One, who came from Hamburg, 
and for three years diligently applied himself to learning the trade of 
a compositor, has continued for five subsequent years to work at the 
Institution, and has recently become~a naturalized British subject. 
The young Polish Jew, who was accepted for training by the Church 
Missionary Society, after passing most creditably through the pre 
liminary course at Clapham and Blackheath, was admitted into the 
college at Islington. A native of Jerusalem finished his course at 
St. John’s Hall, Highbury, and was ordained at Michaelmas by the 
Bishop of London. The Rev. Frederick Thorne gave him a title, 
and he is now working in the parish of Holy Trinity, Holborn. 

The receipts, both for printing and binding, are lower than last year, 
not because less work has been done, but because it has been done for 
less money, as prices fall although wages rise. As usual, the best 
customer has been the London Society for Promoting Christianity 


amongst the Jews, and its annual report, magazines, and other publica- 


tions, have afforded much regular work for the training of the youn 
men in all the trade departments. ;

Your Committee are pleased to report the re-com- re-opening 
mencement of work at this important centre, where the ration, 
Rey. L. Zeckhausen arrived on the 23rd of August. ‘The 
station had been vacant since the death of his predecessor, . 

Mr. Joseph Pick, in 1897, but had been occasionally 
visited from Lemberg by the Society’s missionary, the 
late Mr. M. Rosenstrauch. 

According to Baedeker, the population of Cracow num- 
bers 100,000 souls, about one-third of whom are Jews. 
Mr. Zeckhausen says :— 


-Amongst the Jews I have made the acquaintance of some families 

and several young men. My wife and I were kindly received by 

some of them, but until now they have failed to redeem their promise 

to. return our calls. To join in ordinary conversation with a Jew 

here is not exactly difficult, but only so when religious matters are 
introduced. To the educated Jew, not only Christ crucified, but almost 
everything touching upon religion, is foolishness, while the orthodox 

still dread the very mention of the name of Jesus. And little wonder ; 
scarcely a country in Europe is so completely under the sway of Rome 

as Galicia. ‘‘ Why should we become Protestants in a country where 

the bulk of the population is Roman Catholic?” I was asked by Jews. 
_And they act on this principle, for, not only does one hear of occa- 

sional conversions of Jews and Jewesses to the Church of Rome in this Jews become 
province of Austria and elsewhere, but, which is deplorable, of fre- Goinoties. 
quent secessions of the descendants of Protestant Jewish Christians to _ 
Romanism. So of the formerly pretty numerous Jewish converts of 

the Society here, I could trace only a mere handful—the remainder’ * 
‘have left Cracow, or changed their German-Jewish names into genuine 
‘Polish ones, joined the Church of Rome, and possess now all the 
‘qualifications of good and patriotic Polish yentlemen and ladies. 

‘None will dare question that now. 

All these difficulties ought to be met, must be met, by well-organized Fresh efforts 

‘strong evangelical missions. Single- -handed efforts, and those fitful, >°°°ssty- 
an only reach individuals, and touch the hem of the garment, but can- 

not be expected to reach and influence for good the enormous Jewish 
population of Galicia, numbering quite 700,000 souls, Industrial 
missions, schools, and, now that there is reasonable hope that colpor- 

tage will: soon be permitted again by the government, a number of 
eolporteurs are imperatively necessary here. Would that the Society’s 
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finances were sufficiently strong to allow of a development of the work 
commensurable with its great needs! = ee 

Several young men put themselves under my instruction, and were 
visibly stimulated by it. Three or four of them professed to believe _ 
in the Loxp Jesus, but would not be baptized here, sotwo went abroad 
to join the Church there. One young man came to me froma village, _ 
some thirty miles distant from Cracow, with no other object thanto 
procure a copy of the New Testament, and to learn sumething of 
Evangelical-Christianity. After a long conversation I gave him a 
Bible and several tracts, and he promised to call upon me againina _ 
few months’ time. i : pea

Missionary work in Lemberg entails fighting against 
fanaticism and ignorance, indifference and infidelity, — 
anti-Semitism and hatred, perversion of the truth, and 
misrepresentation of Christianity. Missionary work, 
especially among the Jews, everywhere encounters great 
difficulties, but in no other part of the mission field is — 
there such a combination of hostile forces, and at no 
other place in all the Jews’ dispersion are the two oppo-— 
site elements of extreme fanaticism and infidelity so 
prominent as among the Jews in Lemberg. Looking 
back upon the year’s work, Mr. I. Sunlight says:— 


The Lorp guided and led me through all these difficulties. These 
two opposite Jewish classes have been reached, and that extensively. 
My work consists of visiting the cafés and restaurants ; meeting the 
Jews in the parks and open spaces; private visiting, and holding — 
evening classes fur young men. Most of the work is done at cafés, 
where opportunities for intercourse with Jews are exceptionally great. 
Whenever I visit them I find a good number of Jews there. Our ~ 
conversation sooner or later turns on Christianity. Sometimes the 
Jews become so much interested that they urge me to continue speak- — 
ing to them until late at night, and it has happened more than once 
that I have had all the Jews in the café around me, listening with the 
profoundest att ntion and interest. For some time I distributed tracts, 
but this aroused the attention of fanatical Jews as well as of the 
authorities, and I was warned to be careful, and give only to suchas 
ask for them, alg : 

Private visiting also constitutes a great part of my work. I find 
many open and effectual dvors. I visit the Jews as a personal friend, 
and am always received with the greatest cordiality and frieudliness ;. 
this gives me exceptional opportunities for quiet talks, when, without. 
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controversy or dispute, I can point out to them the need of salvation. 
Iam often invited by the Jews to social and religious functions, which 
invitations I gladly accept, for, as a rule, I find them useful for bring- 
ing out Gospel truth. Na a 

I can reach the better class even easier than the poor Jews, some of 
whom are sunk in poverty. Several families live in one room, and, 
from early morving till late at night, both husband and wife are 
struggling and toiling to earn the small pittance necessary to keep 
body and soul together. 

I have received many private visits from Jews, and among them some 
from the provinces, who came to ask for a New ‘lestament or tracts, 
I have received letters from Jews requesting Scriptures by post. 
Amongst those who came to see me I found very interesting cases. I 
mention a particular one which impressed me very much. Some time 
ago I received a visit from a Mr. D., a native of Zolken, about 15 
miles from Lemberg. He told me he had read the New Testament 
and other Christian books, and that he was fully convinced of the 
truth as it is in Christ. is only desire now was to be admitted into 
the Church of Christ by the rite of baptism, himself, wife, and 
household. 

During the winter months evening classes were held for young men, 
with whom I read the New Testament in Knglish.

The Rev.-A. C. F. W. Becker reports that he made 
2,350 visits to Jews during the year; sometimes weeks 
were spent in going through all the houses in one street. 
Of such visitation he says :— 


A lawyer wished that petroleum might be poured upon all the rabbis 
and clergymen and burnthem. A merchant said, ‘‘I shali try it with 
the devil, for Gop. does not help me.” Auother Jew declared, ‘‘I am 
too intelligent to be taught by you.” But, as arule, I was received 
with politeness. One Jew said after a discourse, ‘‘ You are a dan- 
gerous man, and able toconvert me to any religion.” Another asked, 
‘* Shall we return to Jerusalem?’ He answered himself, ** When 


- Messiah comes.” Then I preached Jesus as Gop’s Promised One, 


and the Jew listened attentively. Often I moved a Jew to give up 
his prejudices and to purchase the New Testament, or to receive as a 
present a portion of it. I sold 381 New Testaments, and gave away 
127 portions. A clerk told me that his master was eagerly reading 


the New Testament which he had bought from me. The number of 


other publications circulated among Jews (especially among those 
visited) and Gentiles was 9,636, of which 4,521 were sold, and 5,115 
given away; besides, 3,060 copies of the Dibre Hmeth were posted. 


_ In all 13,204 publications, including the Scriptures, were distributed. 
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lectures. Myr. Becker, after much opposition and difficulty, 
| obtained a church wherein to give public lectures to the 
Jews; he says :— eat De 


The fourth’ of my five lectures was the best visited, the church 
being’ more than full of Jews and Gentiles. I treated the following 
questions : (1) Why do we believe in Gop, (2) in Jesus Christ, (3) in 
‘the Holy Ghost ? (4) Why do we hope for a life after death? (5) Why 
do we pray? ‘These lectures did much good, and I hope to he able to 
continue them soon. os 


Jews visit Mr. Becker received visits from many Jews at his — 


the mis- 


sinary- house; of these he says:— 


Fourteen of them might be called enquirers; besides, I became 
acquainted with five Jews who were willing to embrace Christianity. — 
J instructed five persons: two ladies, two gentlemen, and one child; 
one withdrew as his father objected. The remaining four persons, — 

Baptiems. together with an infant child, were baptized. Of these five baptisms 
three were performed by myself, two by another clergyman in Vienna. 
I baptized Miss S., the bride of a Christian clerk, and Mrs. H. 
and her little son. Mr. R., who was baptized with his son, is ~ 
a musician. The most earnest of these converts is Mrs. H., the 
wife of a Jewish merchant. She visited my instruction class from 
January to June. Her husband intends to follow her and their son 
one day, when he is not so much occupied in business as he is now. 
On the other hand, Mr. R. hopesto lead his wife, who is still a Jewess, 
to the baptismal font. ‘ 


Sermons. Mr. Becker preached 72 sermons and gave. addresses 
in Vienna and neighbourhood ; he says :— i 


- About 80 Jews, at one place, came to my sermon in the afternoon, 
and about 20 in the evening. Some of them thanked me for my 
words. One said afterwards, ‘‘Now I can understand how a Jew 
may become a Christian.”’ 


General Writing on mission work generally in Vienna, its hin- 
results. ; 
drances and encouragements, he says :— 


In 1901, 618 Jews in Vienna left the synagogue, 191 of whom ~ 
became Protestants (159 Lutherans, 32 Presbyterians). The whole

Your Committee very deeply regret to record the peatn of 
sudden death, on August 4th, of Mr. L. C. Mamlock, the Mamtoc. 
Society’s missionary at Paris, during a visit to England 
for the benefit of his health. Mr. Mamlock had been 
working in connexion with the Society for the past 32 
years, having previously been under training with the 
late Dr. Ewald for seven years. His heart was thoroughly 
in his work, which he hoped to carry on for many years. 
When he first went to Paris, in the year 1876, the nis work. 
mission work consisted merely in house-to-house visiting, 
which was very arduous and unsatisfactory. After 26 
years’ labour, Mr. Mamlock left the mission perfectly 
organized and in thorough working order, with meetings 
for men, Sabbath schools and classes for children, and 


- mothers’ meetings all regularly held in the mission hall. 


He was of late ably assisted by Mr. Padva, the colporteur, 
and Miss Maillet, the Bible-woman, who have worked 
most earnestly and zealously on behalf of the mission. 


~ Mrs. Mamlock and her children have always taken their 


part in Mr. Mamlock’s work. 

Mrs. Mamlock, writing about the work since her hus- 
band’s death, says that it has gone forward. The num- 
bers coming to the mothers’ meetings and the Sabbath 
school have increased. 


It is most interesting to see these poor women listening to @ yothers’ 
Gospel address, often drinking in the good news with avidity. Thirty- meetings. 
two meetings were held for women throughout the year, with an ‘ 
attendance of 404, the average being about 18, but we frequently had 
28 or 30. On January the 5th, we were enabled, through kind friends, 
to give the poor mothers a treat, when they each had a cup of 
chocolate, buns, and some clothing ; after which an address was given, 
hymns were sung, and we closed our happy gathering with prayer. 

The Sabbath school was held 34 times, with an attendance of 1,141 gonooi. 
children, and an average of 31.. We had our Christmas tree for the. 
Jewish children on January 3rd, 75 being present; they had a most 
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enj joyable time, each child received an orange, pwenet a toy, Za _ a ye: 
ment. Pasteur Theodore Monod and Pasteur Anderson kindly addressed — 
them, and we were all pleased. The children recited the Messianic 
passages of Scripture and the fulfilment of the same. Our Bible- 
woman, Miss Maillet, takes great pains with them; they sing the 
bright and popular hymns of Moody and Sankey with great pleasure. 
Visits by During the year she paid 450 visits to the homes of our poor women, 
woman. | where she finds much ‘misery and poverty. She was well received and = 
often able to have serious conversations with them. About the same — 
mumber of tracts were distributed, and three New Testaments.

My visits to Jewish restaurants, libraries, and hospitals, amounted to 
750. It is especially in these visits that I can report a remarkable 
progress. There is still much indifference, and even antipathy, which — 
makes visiting very difficult, but, I am glad to say, the great abyss — 
which existed between Judaism and Christianity, is rapidly disappear- 
ing, and, in some cases, changes from indifference to interest, from 
antipathy to love for We truth which is in Christ Jesus, are brought 
about very quickly. S. could not understand that Jews should ~ 
enter a place where Chit is preached—that Christ who was rejected — 
by all the rabbis, beginning with the Sanhedrin down to our days. ; 
This Mr. S., who used to stand at the door of our mission hall, and say 
all he could against the mission, the preacher, and the lectures, now 
attends our meetings, and often invites me to his own house. It was 
there, to one of his friends who had expressed his intolerance of Christ 
and Christianity, that Mr. 8. repeated.a fragment of my address. ¢ 

Bible Our Bible-classes have been held thrice each week, the lowest num- 

classes. ber attending was five, and the highest 34; I was glad to say they — 

were greatly blessed. I generally took subjects from the New Testa-— 
ment. For the last three months we have been reading the Epistleto — 
the Hebrews, which was greatly appreciated and discussed. The 
attendance at the Friday evening meetings has varied from eight to 

45, sometimes we had more people than the hall would hold.

The Rev. D. H. Dolman writes that Christians in More 


Germany are being stirred up to care more for the Germany. 
evangelization of the Jews, and that Israel’s Hoffnung 

has been used to help this forward. A special, union for 
prayer hasbeen connected with this paper.

work centres round the Industrial Home for enquirers and she Home. 
converts, supported by the Church of Ireland Auxiliary. 

Of this Mr. Dolman writes :— 


During the year 97 young men have been for a shorter or longer 
period with us. The number of attendances was 5,203, and the 
average number of inmates was 14. Those who are baptized stay, 
as a rule, from nine months to a year, but many of the others only 
remain a few months. 

The first lesson is from 6.30 to 7.30, then breakfast, and-afterwards Routine. 
family prayer. A hymn is sung, a verse of Scripture repeated by 
each inmate, then the Church lessons are read and shortly commented 
upon, and prayers offered. Some then go to the field, others clean 
the house, and some who have no special leaning towards agriculture 
find plenty of employment in writing the address labels for Jsrael’s 
Hoffnung. On the 14th and 15th of each month all are occupied with ssraer’s 
wrapping, stamping and forwarding the paper, 14,000 copies of which “°/*™"9- 
are sentout monthly. At mid-day we have dinner. After dinner the 
Psalms of the day are read, and the new-comers receive an hour’s 
extra instruction. From 2 to 5 all pursue their various occupations. 

At 5 the coffee bell calls them, to be followed by preparing for another 
hour’s instruction, from 6.30 to 7.30. Supper follows, then all 

prepare their notes for the next day’s lessons. At 9.30 we have 
evening prayers, and an hour afterwards all lights are out, except in 
the study of the principal.

arenow inthe Home. One went to America, and although his relatives 
urge him repeatedly to become a Jew ayain, he is a faithful witness 
for Christ, and has earned his living honestly and laboriously in a 
large manufactory ; another has returned to Russia; a third has found 
employment on a farm, and hopes, in course of time, to proceed to 
Canada. 

On Sunday, November 2, two of our inmates were baptized; they poerier after 
had both been in our Home a long time, and had shown in their lives struggles. 
that they had fuund the Saviour. Oue of themisa baker; four years 
he worked in Roumania, but because of the bitter feeling against the 
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Jews he was compelled to give up his work and come to Germany. 
After his baptism he left the town to work again at his trade. The 
other was destined by his relations for a professional career, one of 
his brothers holding a high position in Austria. However, he failed — 
in an examination and gave up his studies. He lost all peace of mind, 
and at his father’s grave the awful thought came to him to make an 
end of this unhappy life. Whilst visiting an aunt in Vienna, who 
was a nominal Christian, he often saw a picture of the Crucifixion, 

and the thought came to him that Israel had committed a great sin — 
by rejecting Christ; but it was only after many a struggle that he 
could truthfully believe. Tyee, Sia 

On Christmas day five inmates were baptized. Amongst them was — 
a highly educated gentleman, speaking and writing four languages, 
and a simple compositor. One came from Constantinople, where his 
father-in-law was in the Turkish service; another smuggled him- 
self across the Russian frontier, and one night, at 12 o’clock, knocked ~ 
for admission at our doors. He is now employed on the staff of a 
newspaper. Another young man, of a very gentle disposition, is a 
son of a Jewish rabbi herein Germany. He had long been persuaded 
of the truth of Christianity, but the fear of grieving his parents 
caused him many a serious struggle. Once he warted to leave the 
Home, but after earnest prayer he found strength in his Saviour, and ~ 
a few weeks afterwards came to me with a radiant face asking for 
baptismal instruction. — 

Amongst our converts L. K. is in a London warehouse, 8. is a col- ~ 
porteur amongst the Roman Catholics in Bavaria, P. is engaged in a 
large hospital in Berlin. 

A German deaconess, Schwester Marie, visits amongst women and 
children, and nurses them in sickness. 

Periodical visits are paid to the emigrant ships. There is little 
opportunity there for a quiet talk, but eager hands are stretched out for 
tracts, and in a few moments our stock is distributed; if we had ten 
times as many. tracts we could easily dispose of them. The women 
eagerly read the story of ‘‘Thirza,” and all are glad to receive 
Yiddish tracts and Testaments. It is bread cast upon the waters. 
Who can tell the result of a portion of the New Testament costing — 
scarcely a farthing, thus being read! eae 


KONIGSBERG, DANZIG, AND MEMEL. 
(1827. | 
Mr. C. Urbschat reports much opportunity, in K6nigsberg — 
and other towns of the province, to proclaim the Gospel 
tidings and to distribute religious books and tracts. He 
regularly visited Jewish families in Kd6nigsberg, 
holding religious conversations, and being very kindly 
received. Hesays:— . 
When I was visiting a sick child of Gop, I met there a Jewish phy- 
sician, who did not care for eternal things, but who received a deep 
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impression when the sick woman, three days before her death, implored 
him to turn to the Lorp. The old doctor said: ‘‘ Why do you wish me 
to be converted?’”? Sheanswered: ‘ Dear doctor, I am so happy in the 
Lorp Jesus, and I wish you to become as happy asI am.” He said 
' to her mother, when he went away: “If I could die like your 
daughter, I should like to do so to-day.” 

Amongst answers received from Jews to whom I spoke, I may 
instance the following: ‘‘Jesus was a wise and noble man,” ‘All 
religions are alike, Gop desires only a good heart;” which gave me 
opportunities to set them right on these points. 

Many Jews called on me, to whom I spoke of the glorious promises 
respecting the Messiah and their fulfilment in the Lorp Jesus. One day 
four young Jews, who showed a longing for truth, visited me. They 
stayed several hours in my house, reading with me the prophecies 
relating to the Messiah. 

I had five enquirers, two of them withdrew, one was sent tO gnguirers 
Mr. Dolman, of Hamburg, and received into his Home, and the fee 
others had daily instruction for several months. One was baptized ~“P"” 
by my son at Borkea, near Kénigsberg. 


Mr. Urbschat made missionary journeys to 22 places missionary 
in Kast and West Prussia, and had opportunities of" 
speaking to many Jews. ‘Thus he says :— 


At Memel I spoke to a group of seven Russian Jews for a long time 
on the Messiah and the Atonement by Him. They listened attentively ~ 
and accepted New Testaments and tracts. One said: ‘‘ You are 
right, it is all true what you say.” : 

At Prostken, a place on the Russian frontier, had similar op- 
portunities, as also at Praast and Cranz. 

I was very glad to find Christian friends in different places of the 
district, who not only had interest in our mission, but tried to speak 
with Jews on salvation by the Lorp Jesus. Herr v. B. told me that 
he often took opportunity to speak with Jews on religious subjects. 
Other Christian friends in Memel, Elbing, Marienwerder, and Vands- 
burg asked for tracts for distribution among the Jews. 

Prayer meetings were held regularly every week in my house, and meetings. 
attended by earnest Christians. Once every week several ladies 
met to work for the mission. The money gained was spent to support 
poor enquirers, proselytes and Jews. 

I held mission services in Kénigsberg and other towns, to interest 
Christians in the work among Gop’s ancient people, and became 
acquainted with several converts, who are leading an earnest Chris- 
tian life, some of them being labourers in the Lorp’s vineyard. 


SOUTH GERMANY. 


Mr. J. M. Flad was unable last year to make any gyactery 
missionary journey, but he collected the addresses of »°*: 
rabbis, teachers and shochets all over Germany and sent 
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them by post 2,405 packets of missionary erat parts 4 
of the New Testament, Psalms, &c. Of these or ly 16. 
were refused. It was ‘‘sowing in hopé.” The cir- 
culation of books and tracts was :— 


100 Psalms, 6 New Testaments, 500 Gospels and Acts of the 
Apostles, 50 sets of Dibre Heth, 50 of Nathanael, and 1,900 Jewish 
missionary tracts were posted to Jews all over Germany, besides 
16,000 Christian tracts distributed by me and bs good helpers. 


Mr. Flad says :— 1 ee 


The orthodox Jews in South Germany are year by year decreasing, 
whilst the liberal Jews are increasing. All the younger generation 
belong to the latter, many are Social Democrats. Yet all unite 
in that one confession: ‘‘ We need no Messiah. Give us freedom, 
give us the rights of citizenship, put away anti-Semitism, then we 
have the Messiah we want.’ I very often am reminded of what the 
Chief Rabbi at Karlsruhe once said tome. ‘Mr. F.,I assure you . 
my conviction is, if you Christians were such Christians as Jesus 
wants you to be, according to the four Gospels, we few Jews would | 
long ago have received Him as our Messiah.”’ 

I keep in touch with the converts, 14 in number, and am glad to 
state that all of them honour Christ by their life, and confess Him 

_ before Jews and Christians.

Only those who know the mind of the Russian and Polish Jews 
can have any idea of the change that is going on amongst them. 
Once nothing was shunned by them so much as the name of Jesus; 
now they beg to be acquainted with His Person and doctrine! This 
is one of the results of the work in ‘‘ Elim.” 

A few years ago, a rich young Jew in Poland happened to see a “The 

New Testament in the possession of a friend at a Jewish college. f\u.{" 
With mingled feelings of fear and curiosity he asked to borrow it giveth 
for a few hours only. During this time he read through the greater ~~ 
part of the Gospel of St. Matthew. ‘Is this the book,” he 
asked himself, ‘‘that I dreaded and despised so much, and that 
contains such glorious truths?” Yet he was afraid to tell 
anyone of this impression or to ask any Christian for a copy. 
A few years later he dared to purchase a New Testament. A 
new light broke in upon him by dint of repeatedly perusing it, and 
last summer he opened his heart to me, saying that he believed in 
Jesus as the Messiah of Israel. 

What a splendid work, then, that upwards of 1,000 copies of this 
Book have been placed into Jewish hands in Rotterdam alone! 


Of the great number of enquiring Jews, both Dutch 
and foreign, who called on Mr. Adler in 1902, he says:— 


Three received regular instruction, one of whom was baptized in Ba>risms. 
our mission church on October 5 last. He is a native of Russian 
Poland, and had been instructed for about eight months. He had 
carefully studied the Scriptures, and had imbibed their teaching with 
the greatest eagerness. Signs of a change of heart and mind were 
not wanting; by his life, since his baptism, he has given evidence 
that he loves our Saviour. I also baptized two infants, the children 
of former converts of this mission. : 


Much of Mr. Adler’s time is given to the converts of 
former years. He says :— 


By holding confirmation classes for them, they are more firmly classes ana 
established in the truth, and their connexion with Zion’s Chapel is ——— 
kept up. Two converts of this mission are actively engaged in work ~ 
amongst their former co-religionists, and another is minister of a 
Dutch congregation. On Wednesday, October 8, Dr. Wilkinson, 

Bishop of Northern and Central Europe, held a confirmation in our 
mission church. I had the privilege of presenting nine candidates, 
five of whom were converts of this mission. 

The lectures at Rotterdam and Utrecht have been well attended by Lectures, 
Jews and converts. In consequence of a sermon preached in 
Hilversum on December 3rd last, a Christian gentleman offered 
(honorarily) to work amongst the Jews there. 

A special service for Jews and Christians was held in Zion’s Chapel Special 
on the eve of the Day of Atonement. It was an impressive sight to *™°* 
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see them, listening for an hour and » half to the peri given 
from Ezekiel xxxvi. 16. Some 300 or 400 tracts in Dutch were — 
distributed at the church doors, also several New Testaments.  _— 

A few days afterwards, Mr. Zalman happened to go by train. ona 
missionary journey to Vlissingen, together with several Jews, one of 
whom he heard say that he was so very sorry that he had not been at ee 
Amsterdam on the last Day of Atonement. Mr. Zalman asking the 
reason, he said he should have liked to have been in Zion’s Chapel, — 
as he had been for four years, during which time he had learnt to — 
admire both the Person and the doctrine of Christ. 


ROTTERDAM.

The work in the mission hall for the first full year has _ 
been blessed beyond expectation. The hall has become — 
popular with the emigrant Jews in the fullest sense, and 
the mission is doing a work which is already bearing fruit. 
As many as 7,603 Jews, chiefly emigrants from Russia, 
Roumania and Austria, but also some gi Jews, at- 
tended during the year. 3 

Mr. J. Zalman, mission-assistant, reporté: —_ 

As a rule the emigrants have to wait for their steamer about a week. 
From December 19, 1901, to January 9, 1902, however, no steamer 
left Rotterdam. Consequently we had the privilege of seeing the 
Jews with us for a longer period, some for three and others for four 


weeks. A goodly number celebrated Christmas in the hall. They 
heard the story of our Lorn’s birth from my lips, and repeated their 


visits afterwards daily. On January 8 the number rose to 86. Some, 


like Nicodemus, came secretly to put questions to me. Now and then 
these questions referred to the meaning of some Hebrew text which 
they saw on the walls of ‘‘Hlim.” Many were well versed in the 
Hebrew text of the Old Testament, decidedly better than the average 
Dutch Jew. Some of these Russian and Polish Jews know the whole 
Hebrew Psalter by heart, as also portions of the Talmud, yet they 
know hardly anything of the claims of the Lorp Jesus to be their 
Messiah and Redeemer. They look down upon the Christian religion 
as'a sort of paganism and idol-worship. And no wonder! for what 
have they seen of the Christian religion in Russia and Roumania but 
dead ceremonies and image-worship, and what have they tasted 
of it but hatred and contempt? - 
An old Jew from Roumania, who had to aa at Rotterdam for 
several weeks, told me: “You would be glad to hear how the 
Jews in the hotel are talking of you. They say you are right.” 
This old man had been drawn to the doctrine and Person of our Lorp, 
and expressed a hope to enquire further on his arrival in America. 
When I was distributing Christian literature in the shed of the © 
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Holland-American line, a Jew said, in the hearing of his brethren: 
‘Gop bless you, sir, and make you a blessing! You have comforted 
my heart. May you comfort many more of my people!” 

The kind reception which they meet with in the mission reading- 
room, the unsought-for conversations on the all-absorbing topic, the 
Zionistic movement, are not only stirring them to the core, but the 
spirit of love evinced towards them is beginning to melt the crust of 
their hearts. In this manner many became bond fide enquirers, while 
others were willing, even anxious, to read the New Testament. 

The following incident well illustrates the impressions produced by 
the reading of the New Testament : 

On my way to Rotterdam, vid Amsterdam, I found the railway 1n thetrain. 
station at Apeldoorn full of Jewish emigrants. Their strange dress 
and manners, and their ragged state, made them a laughing stock with 
many. J approached the strangers and addressed them. How 
cheered they were at hearing their own home accents! So many 
were the questionings, and so many the answers, that I lost the train. 
So I quickly resolved to follow the emigrants to Rotterdam via 
Utrecht. I went to their compartment, if it could be called such, 
for it more resembled a cattle-truck. The joy of these poor people 
was great in having me as a companion, but they soon cried out, ‘‘a 
Missionary! a missionary!” horrified. One or two began to say 
kaddish (prayers for the dead and apostates), others mocked. A few 
asked me to tell them of Messiah. I did so, starting from Daniel ix. 
25, showing the necessity of Christ’s dying for our and Israel’s 
sins. By degrees I gained the ears of nearly all. We parted that 
evening at Rotterdam. Next morning, however, eight of my fellow- 
travellers called on mein ‘‘Elim.” The story of the journey spread like 
wildfire amongst the emigrants in the harbour, so that the hall was 
filled to over-crowding. No less than 277 Jews came there within crowding 
three days. Amongst them was one of the fiercest opponents in the ‘¢ 2#!- 
railway carriage. With others he received a New Testament in 
Yiddish. He came again next morning, as early as 7 o’clock, having 
sat up the whole night to read the New Testament! He came to 
thank me for the Book, for it ‘‘ has filled me with awe and admiration, 
because it is not only beautiful, but truly breathing Gop.’”’ There 
and then he sat down to read from it to one of his brethren. 

_. An emigrant having received his first impressions in the hall, wrote 
from New York some time later: 

-“Your words have deeply sunk into my heart, so that I am anxious 
to learn more of the truth, since I am at this side of the Atlantic. 
Could you kindly send me the address of someone to whom I may 
apply for instruction? I thank you very much for what you have 
done for me whilst in Rotterdam. May Gop grant you health, 
happiness, and all that is good.” 


Mr. Zalman did not neglect work amongst the Dutch resiaent 
Jews, however much of his time and strength were’™” 
given to the, emigrants. He visited 26 places in the 
district, giving addresses in churches and halls.

A 
well-born Jewess said that her child, when she was dying last 
winter, found much comfort in getting her to sing Rosetti’s beautiful 
hymn, ‘‘Shall we gather at the river ?” She could only have heard it — 
from her mother, to whom I taught it many years ago. We have 
very happy times in the women’s work-school, and I encourage them 
to have united prayer for anything about which we are anxious. We 
often have remarkable answers to our prayers. 

Some of the boys brought up in our night-schools have turned out / 
so well that they are in places of trust in the best shops in the city. 

I have had altogether 70 Jews and Jewesses under instruction

The services for Jews during their autumn feasts were held as usual, 
and our only regret was that our hall was not twice as large. Seats 
had been provided for 150, and it was hard to have to close the doors 
and turn away those who were prepared to listen, but who could not get 
into the over-crowded room. Not only the poorer classes, but many of

the richer also came, including parents of children who attend our — 


‘schools, showing the usefulness of school work. 


The establishment of the new school, and the increase of our staff, 
have rendered it both possible and necessary to hold a regular Sunday 


New School 


morning service in German for Christians. Wethus have now a small . 


regular community into which one can introduce Jews who are drawn 
to Christ. 

This year the opportunity for a new school occurred through the 
giving up of ahigh schoolcarriedon by German deaconesses, and largely 
attended by Jewesses. Two of the teachers offered to come, and one 
of them to lend us both furniture and money to help to start the new 
school. The necessary money to cover the initial expenses was pro- 
vided by the special gifts of friends. This development enables us to 
reach the better class of Jews so hard to touch. In time the school 
will be self-supporting. 


The average attendance in the Olteni school during the school year scholars. 
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(September to June) was 191°4, as compared with 148°3 last year. 
There were 212 on the books at the beginning of the year, and 216 
at the end. The new school-year opened in September with 227 chil- 
dren on the books, in spite of the withdrawal of three classes. 


THE NEW GIRLS’ SOHOOL AT BUCHAREST. 


The tofal fees for the school-year amounted to £285 7s. 7d. In 
view of the general poverty of the Jews the fees were reduced in 
the new year, the larger number of children rendering this 
possible. 

The high school opened with 172 children on the books, and the 
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average attendance for the four months has been 163-2. The amount 

received in fees has been, up to the end of the year, £506 14s. 
Throughout the schools the fullest Christian teaching is given, one 

hour a day in each class being devoted to religious instruction. Ours 


, are the only schools in Bucharest where the Bible itself is put into the 


hands of the children. This year there were circulated through the 
schools, 65 Bibles, 87 New Testaments, and 101 Psalters. In addi- 
tion, nearly 100 children in the two schools are regular readers of the 
Children’s Scripture Union portions. By every possible meahs we 
seek to influence the children for Christ, and the parents through them. 

Colporteur Iritz visited all the centres of the Jewish population in 
Northern Roumania, and spent some time in Hungary. Colporteur 
Luft visited Jews both in the central and southern districts. Mission 
agent Altmann worked in Transylvania, and extended his journeys 
far into Hungary. Their sales were as follows: 38 Bibles; 121 Old 
Testaments ; 102 Pentateuchs; 96 Haphtorahs; 731 Psalters; 61 por- 
tions of the Old Testament ; 588 New Testaments and 48 portions of 
the New Testament; | Liturgy and 8,721 Tracts. In addition, there 
were given away: 4 Pentateuchs;.1 Haphtorah and 2 New Testa- 
ments, and 763 Tracts. In all 11,291 Scriptures and tracts were put 
into circulation. The amount realised was £48 8s. 2d. To this should 
be added 258 Scriptures sold in the schools, bringing up the total to 
11,544, and the amount to £53 16s. 2d. 

The Word of Gop has been faithfully proclaimed, and, as the col- 
porteurs’ reports show, the work has not been without fruit. There 
are many secret believers. ; 

On Sunday, 12th October, it was my privilege to baptize a man and 
his two boys. By his special request he was immersed. In the pre- 
sence of a congregation of Jews and Christians he went down into the 
water, followed by his two boys, and was buried by baptism with Christ

into death to rise again to newness of life. He had been a regular, _ 


attendant at our services for two years. Some time ago he went to 
Hamburg with the intention of being baptized away from his friends, 
but through his brother-in-law he allowed himself to be hindered. 
He now boldly confesses before all that he has found the Christ of 
whom Moses and the prophets bore witness. He was specially glad 
when he heard that his fellow-workmen were there to see him baptized 


_ and hear his clear confession of faith. He hopes that his wife and 


little girl will be baptized shortly. She was willing to follow her hus- 
band, but he wished her to wait, as he did not think she had realised 
the truth sufficiently for herself. He has had a hard struggle with 
many difficulties, and is likely to have. much persecution and to suffer 
want, but has borne it hitherto bravely, and trusts that the Saviour 
whom he has accepted will keep him to the end. 


The headmistress of the school, Miss Gaia, reports :— 


The day schools have been carried on as usual, and Miss Field’s 
little union for English-speaking old scholars makes good progress. 
A great pleasure, also, is our Sabbath school, in which we teach on 
an average’40 children.

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Speaking of the newly- -opened girls’ school, with its 
nearly 200 scholars, Miss Galka says :— ” 


It is a daily miracle before our eyes. A few weeks before the begin 
ning of the school-year it seemed as if the whole project must fall _ 


through ; but, at the last moment, suitable premises were found near 
the centre of the town, so that J ewish children éan reach us fromall — 
sides. At the beginning many parents tried to persuadeus to giveup 
daily religious lessons in each class, but in this we held fast to our 
principles, and explained that we would rather lose the child in ques- 
tion than make any alteration in this respect, and so at length they 


gave up the attempt, and the children attend the religious lessons with 
zeal and earnest desire to learn, so that we daily thank Gop for this 
splendid opportunity of bringing salvation near to so many Jewish 
gitls of the better and educated classes. Fifteen children board in the 
schools, their parents paying for them; this enables us to spacially 
influence them for good. x 


GALATZ. 


This important station still remains vacant. The ports * 


of Galatz and Braila are the chief trade centres of Rou 


mania, and attract large numbers of Jews. At thesame — ; 


time there is a continual small stream of emigrants pass- 


ing through. It is a convenient centre for colportage — 


work in the central provinces of Roumania. The two 
towns together have a Jewish population of 24,000, and 
there are 90,000 Jews in the district. Mr. Adeney 
reports :— 

We have tried in some measure to cover the ground by sending 
Colporteur. Luft from Bucharest for a time to Galats and Renita 
that he may go about the district. 

Colporteur Luft reports as follows :— 

From May to October I visited 40 towns in 105 days; of these, 118 


were in the southern province, which has a Jewish population of some — 


30,000; the others, in the central propane where the Jews number | 
about 90, 000. 


I visited many places where there were ten or twelve Jewish families. 


The Jews were very approachable, and received me in a very friendly 
way, 6éven going so far as to invite me to dine with them in their 


curiosity to hear what my message was. Sometimes one was cheered — 


by finding those who were at least half convinced of the truth as it is 
in Jesus. ‘‘I value the teaching of J esus as a true Christian, and 


honour Him as a champion of the truth,” said one. Another asked é 


the question, ‘‘IsJ esus the Redeemer?” nad gave the answer himself, 
‘“‘ Surely He must be.” The great hindrance to the work is the sad_ 


example of the Roumanians, whom the Jews know as Po and 2 


whom alone they see all the year round. 
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JASSY. 


Jassy, the capital of the former principality of Moldavia, 
has about 75,000 inhabitants, of whom about 45,000 are 
Jews. The surrounding district numbers over 100,000 
Jews. To this must be added the western part of Hun- 
gary, with 70,000 Jews also included in this sphere of 
work. Colporteur Iritz reports :— 


I reside during the winter months in Jassy, which is almost alto- ae 
gether a Jewish town. I go round daily with my colportage bag ‘~ 
through the different streets, and regularly visit many shops, work- 
shops, coffee houses, and private houses. Many interesting conversa- 
tions take place concerning the one thing needful, and books are sold 
and distributed. In spring, summer, and autumn the journeys through 
the upper districts of Roumania and Hungary begin. These are car- 
ried on in the same way, but with this difference: the towns and 
villages can be visited only once a year. The interest of the Jews in 
the mission is greater, but at the same time the anger of the fanatical 
party is stronger. Through such ways of working the cause of the 
mission has prospered. There has been the opportunity to speak 
daily with Jews about Christ; personal testimony has kept step with 
the distribution of literature. 

An old friend, whom I often visited, appeared much interested in wishing to 
the tract, ‘‘ Solution of the Jewish Question.” Some time later he >e baptized. 
told me of his wish to be baptized. With this in view he removed his 
son from the Roumanian school and sent him to a Protestant one, 
so that he might learn about Christianity and be baptized. He isnow 
a diligent reader of the New Testament and of our tracts, and often 
attends church. He regrets that his wife does not agree with him; 
she belongs to a strict orthodox family, and she is not willing to be 
cut off from her many relations. — 

A former pupil of the mission school said that he still had the Bible 
and many other books that he formerly used, amongst which was a 
New Testament which he loves to read. I often visit him, as he likes 
to hear of our Lorn, and buys tracts on each occasion. 

An old enquirer became a year ago a secret believer—at the same secret 

time he is an ardent Zionist, and his business is to advocate Zionism. Christians. 
Being a Hebrew, who does not know much German, he longs for 
fellowship with Hebrew Christians who pray in Hebrew, and hold 
services similar to those held by the late Rabinowitz in Kischineff. 
He often visits me, and regularly on the Sabbath, and we pray to- 
gether from a Hebrew Liturgy which he possesses, and uses for morn- 
ing and evening prayer. He knows the Lorn’s Prayer by heart, and 
other prayers, in Hebrew. The wish of his heart is to go to London or 
Palestine, where he thinks he might find a larger Hebrew Christian 
community amongst whom he might receive baptism. 

Another secret believer has for years purposed to become a Christian, 
but his wife is very fanatical. He reads the New Testament in two 
languages, and has been for many years a subscriber to Berith Am, 
and buys from time to time various tracts.

The*Rey. O. J. Ellis, D.D., states that ve 
work in Russian Poland has, notwithstanding man 
couragements, been most satisfactory. The . 
population of Warsaw now exceeds 231 ,000, the a 
gate population numbering not more than 750, 000 

Mr. J. B. W. Breslau was appointed assistant missio: RAS 
and commenced work in April, 1902, and his services are ee 
very much appreciated by the Jews. Dr. Ellis instr org 
sixty-four Jews and Jewesses during the year, p 
them for baptism; of these he baptized twenty-six, ¢ 
whom three were children. Dr. Ellissays:— 

Most of them had previously received religious instructio 
government schools, and been well taught. It is cheering to 
that so many Jews prefer sending their children, now and f 
time past, to Christian schools, instead of having them educa 
Jewish teachers., The children thus become imbued with Chri 
principles, and get, besides, a sound secular education, enabling th ay 
better to compete with their. Christian fellow-countrymen. Most of er ; E, 
those who were under instruction showed remarkable earnestness, and 
paid great attention to my explanations and prayers. All gave 1 intel est a 
ligent answers to my questions, and confessed their faith in J 
Christ as the only true Messiah and Saviour. Five of the candidates aut F: 
resided in Warsaw, the remainder were from Russian Poland, ‘Moscow, — oY c 
St. Petersburg, Charkow, Riga, Pultawa, Odessa, Sp a > 
and Kertch in the Crimea. ‘ 


The English services conducted by Dr. Ellis on Se: | 
days, and occasionally on week-days, for converts and 
Gentiles belonging to the Anglican Communion, whie 
are sometimes attended by a few Jews, were maintain a 
as usual, the attendance varying from 24 to 51 on . 
days, and from 4 to 42 on week-days (the latter number — 
on Good Friday); communicants averaged from 10 to 15. _ 

The German and Hebrew services on Saturdays ha ave 
been taken by Mr. Breslau. The attendance was very 
good, viz., from 14 to 55. Dr. Elis says:— 
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Mr. Breslau gave, on every occasion, earnest and stirring addresses, 
the Jews behaving extremely well. Discussions and conversations 
- took place after each service, in which I took part. Sometimes a Jew 
desires to speak with me privately ; I then bring him into my study. 


With regard to visits and missionary journeys, Dr. visits 
Ellis reports :— 


I paid 495 visits to Jews, converts and Gentiles, whether belonging 
to the Anglican congregation or not. Mrs. Ellis accompanied me when- 
ever she was able. ‘This is hard work, considering how the people are 
scattered over a vast area, and how many of the poor and middle-class 
live on the third, and even the fourth, floor. I am thankful that I 
have lately succeeded in obtaining access to five high-class Jewish 
families in Warsaw, and have been well received in four out of the 
five. In one of these I introduced the subject of Christianity without 
any opposition. 

The number of visits paid to me was 897 from Jews, converts, and 
Gentiles. 

Aécompanied by Mr. Breslau, I made, in May, a missionary journey Lodz. 
to Lodz, which has a Jewish population of 30,000. I introduced Mr. 
Breslau to the head of the police, and obtained permission for him to 
address the Jews. 


Bishop Wilkinson visited Warsaw in February for the consrma- 
purpose of confirming Dr. Ellis’s six candidates, three “” 
boys and three girls. One comes from baptized Jewish 

andparents; the mother of two others is a Jewish 
lady, baptized by Dr. Ellis in 1882. All, as well as their 
parents, are regular attendants at the mission chapel. 


Mr. Breslau reports :— 


Many of the Jews whom I call upon frequently return my visits, seeking 
some seeking advice and counsel in their ordinary affairs, and some “°?°™* 
with a view to hear and learn more about the crucified One. By the 
laws of the country I was unable to give systematic instruction to 
young men under age, who came seeking to learn more, without the 
consent of their parents, which I failed to secure. 
I follow Jews into the cafés, and generally find them ready to 
enter into conversation. I naturally aim at giving these conversations 
a religious turn. In the public parks and gardens I met with all 
classes of Jews, and also in the waiting rooms of the Vienna railway 
station. Here I often discovered hundreds of Jews, sometimes form- 
ing whole family groups, scattered all over the room, and camping 
about on the floor. 
As the result of the recent riots, which took place at Tzenstuchaw, Loss of all 
_ it was, indeed, pitiful to see so many deprived, almost instantaneously, ‘“™8* 
of all that was dear to them at home, and obliged to seek shelter in 
foreign lands. I tried to comfort them, and point them to Him who 
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said, ‘‘Come unto Me all ye that labour and are heavy laden, sa I 
will give you rest.” ‘ 

I made missionary journeys to Lodz, rr as and Waclaweck, which 
were productive of good. 

Depot. Miss Blumberg reports that 300 Jews vitae the 
Society’s depdt for New Testaments and tracts. She 
answered many letters received from Jews residing In 
various parts of Russia, enquiring into Christianity, and 
prepared documents in Russian for forty Jews and — 
J ewesses who were preparing for baptism. She says:— 


* Some very ignorant Jews came to the depot for instruction in the 
New Testament. They were very thankful for the pains I took with 
them. I instructed altogether 39 Jews and Jewesses in the general 
principles of Christianity. I visited 16 eae Christian families, 
and strengthened them in their faith.

Sunday The Rev. A. P. Weinberger, B.A., has been much 
“cheered by the results of the Sunday services for Jews; 
of this he writes :— 


Encouraging remarks are often made to me and to my co-workers, 
such as, ‘‘ Your words are good,” ‘‘ All you said is true.” Some, 
however, disagreedz One said, ‘‘ I could accept almost everything you 
said except the Deity of Christ.” Others told me that *‘ Protestants are 
very much like the Jews: they have the Psalms in their churches, they 
read the Old Testament, they believe in one Gop; the only thing they 
have which we do not possess is faith in Jesus Christ.” 

At the Sunday services we usually have some of our school children, - 
who clearly respond to the Spanish prayers, and thus our beautiful 
Liturgy helps greatly to set before our audiences the saving truths of 
Christianity. Many join in the prayers, and the singing is heartily 
taken up. ; 

A Jew came to buy our Book of Common Prayer in Spanish, saying 
that he liked the prayers very much, and that he intended tousethem. —_ 

Several men applied for baptism, but for various reasons their 
requests could not be granted. One asked to be baptized at night as 
he was afraid of the Jews. 


Sunday In our Sunday school the children show a growing perception of 
scnhodl, 
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Christian truths. A young girl, in reply to my question, said, ‘‘ We 
who believe in the Lorp Jesus Christ are the fruit of His death and 
resurrection.” 

On Monday morning I open the school with prayers in the chapel, Day school. 
with a short address and catechizing, and the simple-minded answers 
give me good hope that our labour in the Lorn is not in vain. 

Once a week I give instruction in the school, explaining the Messianic 
passages, and this teaching is often told to parents at home. _ 

In the mission room at Galata, on the boats, and in the streets, I 
- get good opportunities of speaking to Jews about Christ. 

The work in our Ortakeui Bible depét is passing through troublous bepot. 
times. We are still under the chief rabbi’s special ban. Almost 
regularly, when some disregard it and come to the depot for reading ~ 
or discussion, others enter and forcibly take them away. 


Mr. Weinberger mentions the following instances to 
show a spiritual state of the Jews far from, uncommon :— 


Spéaking to a young man, I was told, ‘‘ My parents are leaving this Wanting 
place, and I do not like to go withthem. I want to become a Christian ; Christians 
I want to hear and see more about Christianity, for without it I have 
no peace. Taminnoneed. In my father’s house I can have every- 
thing except Christ.” 

. When I was visiting a Jew, he’said, ‘‘ I fast because others fast, and, 

' like others, to avoid odium. Our people pray only because they are 
afraid ; they need a new religion. When one speaks about the true 
faith and corresponding practice, they say: ‘This man is paid by the 
Protestants ; he is preaching in their spirit.’ Jewish preaching is not 
a help to the soul. There is nothing to be compared to the teaching 
‘of Christ. as found in St. Matthew v.; but where are such Christians as 
He demands? Before I die I hope to be baptized.” 


Miss Tucker, the headmistress of the schools, SAYS :— Schools. 


- The year closed with 148 children on the registers—125 girls and 
23 boys. 

The school is opened daily with a hymn and the church prayers. 

Some of the girls from the first three classes come to the Spanish 
service on Sunday morning, and afterwards they attend the Sunday- 
school class held by the Rev. A. P. Weinberger, and choose their own 
hymns in turn, a favourite one being, ‘‘ My Saviour, I love Thee, I 
know Thou art mine.”

_ services, held in Judzeo-Spanish on Saturdays and Sun- 
days, were exceedingly well attended. Very often the 
small chapel could not contain all who came, and many 
had therefore to sit outside in the passage. He says :— 


The Jews enjoy our bright services, conducted according to our Enjoyed by 

Book of Common Prayer translated into Judwo-Spanish. A Jew once ’°¥* 
said after the service, ‘‘ I like coming, and when I hear the prayers 
and hymns, I think I am in the Garden of Eden.” Another said, 
“T have come to-day for the first time; the prayers and hymns, and 
especially the sermon, pleased me much, and I shall come again if 
Gop will.”’ Another gut up and said in Hebrew, ‘Blessed is He that 
cometh in the name of the Lorn.” 

The book-depét has generally been crowded on Saturdays and Sun- pepat 
days about an hour befure the services, when the colporteurs read and ‘rowee*- 
explain some Messianic passages. 

In October, 1901, we commenced a school for Jewish girls, and the school. 
number of children has steadily increased, so that we now have 57 on 
the register. The first hour every morning is devoted to religious 
instruction, and every day the school is opened and closed with prayer 
in the name of the Loxp Jesus. Most of our Jewish girls are very 
clever, and it is astonishing how many texts from the Old and New 
Testaments, and how many hymns, they have committed to memory. 

Miss Ashe, honorary helper and head-mistress of the school, visits Miss Ache 
the children in their homes, and thus influences the mothers, who 
invariably ask her to come again. She also visits. other Jewesses, to - 
whom she reads and explains the Scriptures.

Smal P°x~ work has been much hindered during the year, owing to 
,small-pox and cholera, which have, however, afforded — 
many opportunities to shew Christian love and sacrifice.

Owing to the prevalence of so much sickness, the sehool had to be 
closed for nearly five months, but the number of pupils reached the 
Higheston highest on record, being nearly double the number we ever had before. 
record. One of our oldest pupils, for a time employed as a pupil-teacher, was 
married in June to a Georgian Jew residing in Alexandria. We in- 
vited them to our house, and it was very gratifying to hear them both 
speaking in very grateful terms of the kindness and Christian teach- 
ing she received in our school. ' 


A VIEW IN SAFED. ‘ 

Enquirers. | The number of enquirers has been exceptionally great, whichisdue 
chiefly to the unrest prevalent amongst the younger generation. In — 
the week of the Jewish Pentecost, a young man, attired in a silk 
caftan and fur cap, called at my house, and in a very rough manner 4 


it a wa Sade ety Cry 
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introduced himself as the son of a very old friend of mine who. a few 
years ago, died from hemorrhage. ‘‘ Well,” he said, ‘I won’t be like 
my father. They want to force me to marry the daughter of a rabbi 
in Jerusalem, and they have already arrived here for the purpose, but 
having been much questioned, I declared myself ignorant of the 
Talmud, and unwilling to study, and so escaped. But I want to learn 
a trade, and be quite independent of the Haluka. Could you help 
me?” So I wrote to a bookbinder, to whom he eventually went, 
taking with him the New Testament and several tracts. 

Amongst the colonists there is a very general demand for the New 
Testament and our literature, shewing that there is a real spirit of 
enquiry. 

The tract ‘‘ Light at Eventide” has been widely read by a class of 

' Jews who would not touch any other book of ours; indeed, for pious 
Jews, there is no tract like it. I visited several cities, preaching the 


Sut 
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Gospel and selling the Holy Scriptures. At Beyrout we sold 100 Bibles, 
and could have sold double that number had we had them with us. 

Mrs. Marash, the Bible-woman, has proved to be the very person for Bible- 
the work. Being herself a Hebrew Christian, she naturally sympath- "om’s 
izes with the Jewesses here, and, knowing several languages, is able 3 
to carry on her work among the German, Arabic, and Spanish speak- 
ing Jewesses. The annual report to the British and Foreign Bible 
Society shews that much good has already been accomplished, and we 
are very thankful to have received a renewal of the grant for next 
year. 

The Coronation service afforded a grand opportunity for preaching Coronation 
to a very large number of Jews. Their behaviour during the **”°* 
whole service, particularly the sermon, was most striking, but the 
unique feature was their actual participation in the prayers, and this, 
too, in a place used for Christian worship.

More Mr. Marash reports that the bodk deport haa et Aiicd 
thmever. by a very much larger number of Jews hae in ee 
vious year, and says :— CES: 


I had many interesting conversations with nearly all, uaa very 
- seldom failed to bring the Gospel to them. They do not seem to 
shrink from intercourse with me, and they do not escape without an 
impression in favour of the glad tidings; very few tracts and books 
have been given away to them without an explanation.

not to understand it, our best apologies are that we will not. eg 
I explained and shewed them from the Scriptures that this chapter 
is about the Messiah, and that this Jesus whom we preach unto them is — 
their Messiah. One of them said to the rest, ‘‘Towhom canweapply — 
these words, if they are not as this man explains them?” Another 
said, ‘If it is so, then the Christian explanation concerning them 
must be irrefutable.” 
Father Once a Jewish boy came to the depot and bought a Hebrew Bible. ; 
prevented. After half-an-hour he came back cry ing, begging me to take the Bible 
back, or his father would not accept him at home. When asked him - 
the reason, he answered that his father, when he saw the Bible, was 
very angry with him, and told him that our Bibles were false, for they 
teach that Messiah has come. 
No doubt, however, can be entertained that the New Testament is 
secretly studied by many a Jew in Safed. Their objections and 
criticism of its doctrines is an evidence of this encouraging statement. 


Missionary Mr. Marash made a missionary journey, visiting 
mun.  Beyrout, Sajara, Mis-ha, and Yamma, for the first time. — 


In Beyrout hundreds of Jews questioned us about the Deity of Christ. 
Our answers were given from Scripture. Une of the rabbis who was 
present got angry when he saw that all were listening attentively to 
us. He said to them most indignantly, ‘‘ Have I not told you that 
conversing with these men is dangerous?’’ and he ordered them to 
disperse. But two of them stvod up in defence of the truth and 
its messengers. ‘‘ Why,” said they, ‘‘ should we not listen to them ? 
they are right, and they know our prophets better than we do. As. 
the heavens cannot be covered with the palm of the hand, so the truth 
Keptin cannot be hidden. We are all kept in ignorance, and it is our own 
*snorance- teachers and rabbis who want us to be blind to spiritual matters, and 
so they prohibit us the study of the Prophets, and will not let anyone 
explain them to us. These men only wish to open our eyes to the 
truth contained in our own Scriptures, which you rabbis think neces- 
sary to conceal from our view.” The rabbi used bad language and 
called them infidels, and went away.

larger than ever before, and that we have so many of the Ashkenazi 


children, who, as a rule, 
are more intelligent and 
anxious to learn than the 
Spanish. .

18th, when, owing to the 
cholera, we closed the 
school, and so avoided the 
cherem which the rabbis 
were determined to pro- 
nounce. At that date we 
had over 100 girls. 

We hoped to re-open 
the school soon after the 
Feast of Tabernacles, but 
the Jews were in such a 
state about the cholera, 
that it was wiser to keep 
it shut. It was so sad to 
see the poor people crying 
and praying, and even the

the time is not far distant 
when it may be possible for 
the Committee to provide 
me with an assistant for 
this most important station. 
Iam more than delighted 
at the prospect of soon see- 
ing a properly erected and 
fitted hospital, standing 
near the new dispensary, 
in the medical mission 
compound. : 

I was exceedingly sorry, 
owing to family bereave- 
ment, to have to leave the 
work during the last four 
and a half months of the 
year, for of necessity the. 
work had to be closed dur- 


ing this period. During the first part of the year the number of visits 
of patients to the out-patient department was 6,708. The number 


of patients treated in the 
hospital was 52, and the 
number of visits to patients 
at home was 516. 

The Committee were 
guided from above when 
they decided fully to de- 
velop the Safed station. 
A more promising field 
does not exist anywhere 
in the Jewish world. 

I sometimes wonder if 
our Lorp, in speaking of 
‘ta city set on a hill,” not 
only referred to Safed as 
an object lesson, but also 
in a prophetic sense. May 
it not be that this the 
second most holy city of 
the Jews is destined to be- 
come a beacon-light for 
all the country round? I 
firmly believe it is. 


OUT-PATIENTS. 
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The Asiatic cholera, which raged rapidly and violently 
for several months throughout all the districts of Gaza, 
Jaffa, Tiberias and Nablous, aroused a sense of spiritual 
need in both Jews and Gentiles. 

The Rey. J. Jamal expresses his gratitude to the 
friends in England and Jerusalem who sent him pecu- 
niary help to be distributed in the way of food and fuel 
amongst the poor who were in distress and privation. 

Mr. Jamal and Mr. Weinberg made 11 missionary 
visits to Ramleh and the various colonies and settlements. 
On every visit opportunity was afforded of distributing 
tracts and portions of Scripture, and bringing before many 
Jews the claims of Jesus Christ. Mr. Jamal says:— _ 


Mr. Weinberg and I were invited by several acquaintances to their 
houses, where we met with Jewish parties, and whilst partaking of 
the refreshments offered to us by our hosts, we were able to talk 
with them about the Messiah.

Its locality is also more convenient and attractive to Jewish eyes, on 
account of its being next door to the entrance.of the large Jewish 
hotel, and quite on the main road from the landing place to the rail- 
way station. The glass door being large and wide, we were able to 
post up several missionary placards and Bible-texts in Hebrew, placing 
in the side windows open Bibles, showing Messianic passages and 
Christian teachings. 

(2) The opening of a larger room for our night classes and mis- 
sion service on Saturday, has been a great improvement on our 
former way of holding them, which was in two small rooms and in 
separate places, one at my house and the other at Mr. Weinberg’s. 
We arenow able, without being overcrowded, to allow for any number 
of Jews coming in, either to read or to hold private conversation on 
week-days, or to listen to the message of the Gospel on Saturday. 


Mr. L. P. Weinberg reports :— 


Since the book-depét was moved, I have had more opportunities 
of speaking to Jews. They stop and read the Messianic passages 
displayed in the window, and enter to ask me questions concerning the 
same. They enter into conversation, and ask for a tract or New Testa- 
ment to take home with them, Jews come on Saturdays in vast

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During the last three months of the year the whole —

In Jerusalem there was no serious epidemic, six — 
cases only haying been reported, and these from infected _ 
places.

The Rev. J. Carnegie Brown. reports that the — 
services in Christ Church were regularly carried on, and 
constitute a means of grace much appreciated by the © 
worshippers, and there were eight baptisms. — ye orse 
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Two were adults—an Asiatic Jew and his wife—who had been 
under Mr. Hanauer’s instruction for some time, and five children 
of Hebrew Christians. Seven Hebrew Christians, three males and 
four females, were presented for confirmation. There were 57 ad- 
ministrations of the Holy Communion, with a total of 1,U72 com- 
municants. On Easter Day we had 108 communicants, with only 
two or three visitors, the average for the five preceding years 
being 83.4. 

I believe the Bible readings for Christians, on Thursday evenings, 
continue to be a means of refreshment to many. We have gone 
through the Epistle to the Colossians, and are now engaged in the 
study of the Epistle to the Hebrews. 


The school-work has proceeded steadily. 


The influence of Mr. and Mrs. Hornstein, and the resident staff, is 
excellent, and we greatly regret that this splendid work cannot be 
extended. Ido not know how many applications I have been obliged 
to refuse from the simple reason that there is no room. 

If the Christian public at all realised the great opportunities that 
are thus lost, I feel sure more loyal-support would be given to the 
Society, aud it would then be enabled to allow us to extend our 
borders. 1 examined’ the school thoroughly myself in the summer, 
and must report very favourably. Not more than four or five boys 
failed, and the majority gave evidence of careful teaching, and in 
some cases of marked ability. At the request of one or two, who are 
ambitious of advance in knowledge, I have conducted a Latin class, 
which has brought me into closer touch with the pupil teachers aud 
one or two of the elder boys. 

I also examined the girls’ boarding school, and was pleased to find 
that the girls were intelligent, and that pains were evidently taken to 
teach them carefully: Their Scripture kuowledge was good, as also 
their English and writing, though their arithmetic was a little weak. 
Miss Fitzjuhn’s interest in the welfare of the girls is well-known, and 
is evidenced, among other signs, by the bright expression which 
characterizes their faces, and by the spotless order and cleanliness in 
the schoul. 

The Sunday services in this school have been regularly carried on, 
in the morning by Dr. Masterman, in the atternoon by Mr. Hanauer, 
Mr. Zeckhausen and myself, with occasional help from Dr. Wheeler and 
Mr. Day. Mr. Hanauer takes morning prayer, with instruction, every 
Weduesday, and I have begun lately to go for the same purpose twice 
a week to teach the schol, the services fur boys on Weduesdays and 
Fridays being held in Christ Church. 

Mr. Querub’s Spanish services on Saturday afternoons are, on the 
whole, well attended, and have thus roused the suspicion and oj pusition 
of thuse in authority amongst the Sephardim Jews.

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The Rev. J. E. Hanauer reports :-— 


The Sunday afternoon children’s services, and those which I have 
held regularly every Wednesday morning at the school, have been 
a source of great delight and blessing to myself, and I trust also

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to the children. The Hebrew service, followed by religious instruction 
to enquirers, has been held regularly by me on Mondays, Tuesdays, ~ 
Thursdays and Fridays, and I have, twice a week, given Scripture 
addresses, in Arabic, to the patients waiting in the large room of the 
town dispensary, and on Wednesdays alternately in German and Arabic 
to the patients in the large waiting room at the hospital.

On Tuesdays and Thursdays, after the dispensary readings and Girls’. 
addresses, Bible lessons in Arabic have been given to the Arabic- %Y school. 
speaking children attending the girls’ day school. The children in 
this school belong to the poorest and lowest class of Sephardim. They 
are disorderly and dirty in their own homes, and the teachers, under 
whose influence they are in this school, have a very hard task indeed 
in teaching them. The contrast between the children in the girls’ 
day school, and those in the boarding school, is most remarkable. 

The following Jewish settlements in the neighbourhood of Jeru- Colonies. 
salem have been frequently visited by me during the year, and at 
these visits I have had a good many opportunities of speaking to Jews, 
often in their own houses: Beth Yehudah, Eben Israel, the Bokhara 
Settlement, Mishkenoth, Montefiore’s buildings, Wittenberg’s houses, 

Meah Sha’araim, Rosh Pinnah, Beth Yosef, Shimon ha Tsadik, 
Nabalath Shimon, Nabal Shiva, and others. 

At Siloam especially, which has been regularly visited with Dr. Siloam. 
Masterman and Miss Weinicke, there have been most excellent op- 
portunities, which have been fully utilized, for open-air addresses to 
very large groups of Jews and others. The medical work at Siloam 
supplies a crying want, and has been very greatly appreciated by the 
miserably-housed and often sick and starving Yemenite, Aleppo and 
Spanish Jews, who are induced, by the cheapness of house rent in 
this place, to settle there. 

In the hospital wards I had numerous and most excellent oppor- Hospital. 
tunities amongst the sick and friends visiting them. Patients have 
very often been found reading the New Testament, or our Hebrew 
version of the Book of Common Prayer, and even discussing the 
same with visitors and others. When visiting the Jewish quarter 
and settlements outside the city, it is a very common thing for me to 
meet with people by whose beds I have sat in the hospital wards. 

The night school work during the past year has been extremely night 
encouraging. ‘The number of the pupils varied from five to sixteen. 8°! 
They have all of them shown themselves very anxious to learn English, 
and have always listened, with great attention, at the close of the 
language-lesson, to the reading and exposition from Gop’s Word, 
with which the proceedings close. 

The magic lantern has, this year, again been extremely useful in 
drawing Jews together into the mission room, where opportunities 
were afforded me for bringing before them the truth of the Gospel. 


The Rev. L. Zeckhausen worked in Jerusalem from py 1. 
January to August, taking part in the various services ““"™"" 
and instruction classes, as far as his health, which event- 
ually necessitated his transferenceto Cracow, would allow.

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Miss E. G. Birks, honorary missionary, reports :— 

The year began with the opening of our new girls’ day school Ee: 
January 21. We assembled all the women of the two mothers’ 
meetings the next day to 
open their new rooms, and ~~ ™ ee 
that they might see the , 
new school, and hear their 
children sing and recite ; 
75 were present that day, 
out of 80 on the register 
of the meetings; about half 
belong to the Spanish meet- 
ing and half to the Arabic. 

The little lad of eight, 
whom I mentioned in my 
last report, was still alive 
when I left Jerusalem. My 
visits to his home were 
soon cut short, as the rabbis 
threatened to turn. his 
mother out of her rent-free 
room if she allowed me to 
come, but he got better for 
atime, and walked on crutches, and came with his mother to the 
mothers’ meeting. When I left he was again confined to his bed. — 


z 
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I had two or three women under private instruction during Enauirers 
the first part of this year, about whom I am hopeful. One woman, baptism. 
an Arabic Jewess from Diarbekr, was baptized, with her husband, on 
Whit Sunday. They had been asking for baptism for more than a 
year, but yet after their baptism they gave us great cause for anxiety. 
She is my sixth adult god-daughter since I came out 12 years ago. 

I paid 231 visits to Jewish houses, chiefly tomy women or parents of 
the children, and 49 to Hebrew Christians, and I went to the hospital 
wards 44 times. I had 195 visits at my own house, from Jews and 
enquirers, some of whom came every week for instruction. |

Miss Kate Woosnam, honorary missionary, reports :— 


Since leaving the House of Industry, where I had been keeping A young 
house during Mr. and Mrs. Day’s absence on furlough, I have kept °"""" 
in touch with several of the inmates. On the last Sunday of 1901, 
one out of the number was baptized in Christ Church. He asked 
me to be his god-mother, and I gladly accepted the post, for I felt 

_ he was really earnest in joining the Church of Christ. Every Sunday 
morning we have a Bible study together. He was confirmed at Easter, 
and is one of the most regular attendants at the Lorn’s Table. He is 
not the only link I still have with the men in the House of 
Industry. Four of the German-speaking men have been coming to 
me for instruction every Sunday afternoon. 

Three times a week Mr. Hanauer and I have a night-school for ,,..., 
young Jews. At the close of the lesson he always reads and expounds school. 
a passage of Scripture, and we have had many interesting conversa- 
tions over Gop’s Word at that time. Four of these men have been 
coming to me for extra instruction, and on these occasions our reading- 

' book is the New Testament. Ihave given them each a small copy 
of the New Testament, and they are seldom to be found without it. 

I wish I could say there was the same desire to learn amongst the 
women. 

I spent the month of September with Miss Fitzjohn at the girls’ 
school. It was holiday-time, but only one girl out of the 40 had gone 
home. If one or two of them have learnt to look upon me as their 
friend, which I hope is the case, I shall not consider the month 
badly spent. 


Miss Edith Perry, who is partially supported by the 
Young Women’s Christian Association at Dover, speaks 
of a very happy first year in Jerusalem. She says :— 


For the first few months I devoted most of my time to the study of 
Judzo-Spanish. Sometimes I accompanied Miss Birks, in her visit- 
ing amongst the poor Jewesses who come to her mothers’ meeting, 
who gladly welcomed us to their homes. 

I have had a night-school class at our house, to which four Jews 
came fairly regularly throughout the year. They understand English 
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fairly well, so that we could read and talk over - the New Testament | 


together. 

In February we began, in the new room under the school, a ety 
class for some of the elder girls of the day school, and others outeitic,” j 
of which I had the charge. We begin at 8 a.m. with prayers and Bible 
lesson, in either Spanish or Arabic, for half-an-hour, and then till 11. 30 
T teach them how to make useful garments, paying them, according to 
their work, by the article. This class is held from Monday to Thursday. 
At our sale of work, in December, there was quite a good show of 
garments which the girls had made, and they realised a nice sum to 
help carry on the work. The average attendance has been about — 


-seven daily, but nearly 40 different girls have been in the class at one 


time or another. Of these 18 were Spanish, 15 Arabic, and the others 


German-speaking Jewesses. I truly believe that Gop’s Holy Spat” * 


is working in the hearts of some of these girls. 

While Miss Birks was away, I uadertook her Spanish mothers’ 
meeting. The attendance kept up well, about 33 women coming 
every Wednesday. Mr. Hanauer and Mr. Querub kindly helped by 
giving the Bible talks in Spanish, to which most of the women 
listened attentively. I was able, also, to visit them sometimes in ~ 
their own homes. 


The Dover Branch of the Y.W.C.A. sent me a very nice parcel of a 


frocks and pinafores to give to the girls at Christmas, and as there 
were nearly 100 to be provided for, they were a great help and very 
acceptable. ‘The children join with us in many thanks to all the kind 
friends who sent them. 

I am glad to report that the number in our Sunday schools is 
increasing. 


THE BOYS’ SCHOOL..

: We have repeatedly had to refuse applications for want of room, 
some having come a considerable distance to try and get their children 
admitted into the school. The last boy we accepted is a little fellow, 
not more than five years old. His father had brought him all the 
way from Port Arthur, in China, having heard of this school from a 
friend of his in Russia, whose two sons were admitted last year. 
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_ his friend had written to say that he had placed his sons in an 
: English mission school for Jewish boys at Jerusalem, that he had 
been to see them, and had found them looking well cared for and 
happy. Rae ne 
__ We are very sorry not to be able to report any baptisms this year, 
though five of the older boys.are quite ready for baptism, and show 
by their lives that they have accepted the Lorp Jesus as their Saviour, 
and are striving to follow in His steps. It is a great disappointment 
to them not to be able to obtain» their parents’ consent to confess 
Christ openly in baptism, although they have written several times 
asking for permission. Being still under age, they cannot act 
independently. 

The boys had their usual summer outing, for nearly a fortnight, at “outing.” 
the Wady Kelt (Brook Cherith). The Rev. J. C. Brown came down 
to visit our camp, and spent a few days with us. 

- Our Christmas recitations and prize distribution were held this 
year in the girls’ new day school, the hall being much larger and 

_ more suitable than our own.. There were over 170 people present. 
The Bishop very kindly presided and distributed the prizes. 

The Rev. J. Basil Rust visited the school in April, and examined Examina- 
the boys. In our visitors’ book he wrote: ‘‘I was extremely pleased “°™ 
with the excellent work done in this school. The answering is both 
intelligent and accurate, and the teaching of a sensible character, 
likely to influence the lives of the boys.” 

Our hearty thanks are due to the kind friends in Jerusalem, who 
sent prizes and Christmas presents for the boys; to the Rev. Canon 
Kelk for his parcel of Christmas and New Year cards; and to the 
Religious Tract Society, for again allowing us to have so many of 
their books for our school library at a very large discount.

Cholera greatly interfered with our industrial work ; strict quaran- Cholera. 
tine regulations closed the country to tourists. We felt the loss most 
in the printing department. . 
The carpentry department has. been better supplied with work. 
Local sales were small, but we had as many foreign orders as we 
could execute. 


THE BOOK DEPOT. 
Mr. D. Gold reports :-— 


My diary shows that we had two hundred and fifty-four visitors at Visitors, | 
the depot during the year, all of whom more or less listened to the 
Gospel. — 

ine day I had a splendid opportunity of preaching Christ to ten 
Jews in the Jewish hospital in the town. I went up to visit a friend, 
a daily visitor to our bookshop. An old man from Moscow came to 
see me whom his nephew introduced. He was very intelligent, well 
instructed in the Scriptures, not fanatical though very religious. Later, 
when he came into the book shop again, I was surprised to find him 
much changed; we hada long conversation, The man is now no opposer 
to Christianity, speaks reverently about religion, and, when his nephew 
began to criticize the miracles mentioned in the New Testament, the 
old man said, ‘‘ Do not speak against these miracles, the Old Testa- 
ment is full of them ; godly men could perform such, and Jesus was a 
godly man.

future before it. After 17 
years of work amongst the Jews, and intimate relationship with 
them, I have been struck, especially lately, with their willingness

Nearly 14,000 passed through this department. be 
We have all kinds and varieties of Jews coming here. Three

Judzeo-German, Judzo-Spanish and Arabic. In these languages, also,

patients. This, I ‘believe, 
makes our medical mission 
a unique one. 

- We have more Bokhara 
Jews coming to us now. 
They are, physically and 
mentally, a fine set. Their 
colony—for they have one of 
their own—is the best built 
and cleanest of all the Jewish 
colonies around Jerusalem. 
Their costume is very pictur- 
esque, and their language 
difficulttolearn. Mostofthem, 
however, speak Hebrew. 
They evidently trust us abso- 
lutely, for one man, who had

sent for a year, asked me to 


be a father to his family and look after them whilst he was away. - 


He could not quite depend on his co-religionists. I could relate many 
cases of like confidence in us. 

We are not always able-to attend to-all the patients who come to 
us. Ihave seen lately as many as 120 during the morning, apart 
from house visits. To limit our numbers, we issue special tickets ; to 
obtain these, many who come from a distance, arrive before daylight. 

The dressings were greatly appreciated, especially during the summer 
months, when so many cases of severe ophthalmia came to us for 
treatment. We are most grateful to the Medical Aid Branch of the 
Church of Ireland Auxiliary for all their help and sympathy. 


II.—The In-Patients’ Department. 


Nearly all the beds and cots in the hospital are supported bi friends 
and associations. 

Amongst our in-patients we had a dear old Jew from China, a adi 
respectable and Gop-fearing man, and a very intimate friend of mine. 
He wished to be admitted, to have us near him, as he could not 
depend on his own people. He had not been long in, ‘when he 


remarked: ‘“‘ Why, you are like angels of light, totake careof me 


like this. Gop will reward you.” When Psalm xxiii. had been read

to him quietly by Miss Woosnam, he said: ‘Oh, how grand, I never a Chinese 


understood that before.”” He was always calling for me. On one 
occasion he dissuaded’ a Jew from taking out his son, who was 
going to die, saying to him: ‘‘ Leave the lad in the. hands of the 


doctor and nurse, for they will do more for you and the boy than the 


Jews.” He gradually grew worse, and was taken home by his daughter, 
who was afraid lest the Jews would refuse.to bury him if he died in 
our hospital. I continued to visit him to the end; it was quite touching 
to see him welcome me. He would insist on kissing my hands in 
gratitude, and repeatedly thank me. I told him gently of the love 
of Jesus, and His saving grace, and he listened with wonder and 
calmness. We had some rich times together. He gradually began 
to sink, and some hours before he died, his last words, in the presence 
of his daughter, were: ‘‘Gop Almighty bless you, dear friend, and 
your wife, and your children, and reward you abundantly for all you 
have done for me.” He never spoke again. He was near the 
Kingdom of Christ. He was the most pious and consistent Jew I have 
ever met in all my 17 years’ work here. 

We have many secret believers in Christ, who dare not come out 
and confess Him openly. On the other hand, one poor lad, of 17, had 
a strange notion of being recognised by Gop in the future, for he said, 
when he was in the hospital, ‘‘If I should die in this Christian 
hospital, how will Gop know that Iam a Jew?” 

One Jew said to Sister Alice in “‘Cadbury’’ ward: ‘‘ Please tell me 
the meaning of ‘Jesus is a mighty rock, within a weary land.’”” He 
had heard this hymn sung in one of the Hast-end streets of London,

This continues to be a very useful and important branch of our 
work, and is growing. 3,640 homes were visited, and 7,881 patients 
seen during the year. We get an insight into Jewish character and 
ideas, and learn to know their home lives, and often share with them 
their joys and their sorrows. The Jews have a real home life, which 
they zealously guard, and only allow those outside, whom they trust, 


_ to enter their ‘‘inner circle.” Our constant visits are certainly having 


a beneficial influence on their lives and habits. Where ignorance and 
superstition once reigned, science now holds sway. —

On Sunday, January 26, I had a gathering of 80 Jews and services.

During Mr. Garland’s visit to Tehran he administered the Lorp’s 
Supper twice to the proselytes. At the first service there were seven 
- communicants, and at the second, twelve. There were present many 
Jews, to whom I explained the reason why this sacretl rite was insti- 
tuted by our Lorn. 
. Two young men were prepared by me for baptism, one the son of a Baptisms. 
chief rabbi, and the other Miss Baily’s late servant. On Sunday, 
May 25th, I introduced them to Mr. Garland, who, after examining 
them, baptized them in the presence of 48 persons. The sermon was 
preached by myself from St. John iii. 3. 
Our Church of England service was held in our schoolroom on @VELY Services. 
Sunday during the year, except during the summer holidays. The

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Pe edible difficulties to contend with, chiefly due to the Difficulties — 
_ determined opposition of prominent J ews against the 
mission schools. 


When I returned from Tehran, June 11th, I was soon able to see for 
myself what had been described to me in letters. Before the end of the 
month, the child of the convert Manasse died of small-pox, and this gave 
the Jews the opportunity to exhibit the very refinement of cruelty. In 

- the early morning of June 26, Manasse came to me to say that the Jews 
refused to allow the child (a girl, aged two) to be buried in the Jewish Rae 
- graveyard. Manasse’s wife also, who has never been baptized (the 
child also was unbaptized), went to beg permission to bury the child 
with her own hands. She was, however, refused, and told that if she 
buried the child it would be dug up for the dogs to eat. She was 
also struck and driven away. It was only when she consented 
to forsake her husband for ever that she got leave for the 
child to be buried 50 paces from the other graves in the unwalled 
Jewish graveyard. When Manasse went to his house to perform the 
necessary arrangements and to remove the corpse, he found an 
inventory of his goods being made, preparatory to their being handed 
over to his wife, and locked up in a cupboard in’spite of his protests, 
the door of the room was then officially sealed. Manasse then took 
the child with his own hands and washed it and buried it, for even 
now no one would perform these offices for him. The agony of an 
Kastern Jew (convert though he is) at this treatment may be imagined 
by anyone who understands the East. 

Further details of this persecution would be wearisome, but it 
resulted in Zuleikha Hakim being obliged to leave us. Even in the 
months of November and December, boys and girls were being still 
terrified by the Jews, and prevented from attending our schools. 

On July 6, the young man, 
Ibrahim Yusuf, was baptized 
in Julfa. The Rev. C. H. 
_ Stileman officiated, and Dr. 
Carr and I acted as sponsors. 
_ He was one of the most pro- 
mising boys in our school, 
and is now doing good work - 
as a hospital assistant under 
Dr. Carr, who speaks highly 
of him. This baptism has 
been a great encouragement 
to us. 

In conclusion, the numbers » 
in our schools have remained 
steady throughout the year, 
only receding a little during 

_ the period ot severest perse- 

-cution. Mrs. Carr and Miss 
Stuart (C.M.S.) have kindly 
looked after the girls’ school, - GIRLS IN THE ISFAHAN SCHOOL, _ 
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which, however, has. missed its school-mistress, Zuleikha. The boys’: 
school has lost some of the bigger boys, who are now engaged in 
earning their own living. The carpenter’s shop has got through an 
amazing quantity of work, having sold about £200 worth of cages 
during the year. The lads who work in it have grown visibly in

But I am thankful to say that my fellow-workers have, 
each in their department, done their best to keep the work gommg,and 
have faithfully stuck to their posts at_a time when the whole city was 
panic-stricken by the outbreak of the ‘dreaded epidemic of cholera. I 7 
also have to express my deeply-felt thanks to Dr. Brigstocke, Dr. Mac- 
kinnon’s assistant, for carrying on the Sunday services in English — 
during the summer, and also to Mr. Richards, H.B.M’s.

. Falashas and native Christians. The converts generally come from a 
distance of several days’ journey, and remain for some days or a week 
at the hospitality of our agents. One, baptized 15 years ago, came 
from Atshafer, four days’ journey, to Genda; an upright, believing 
soul, thirsting ‘after the water of life. 

The visitors, who are Falashas, generally remain one day at the 
station, reading and discussing the Messianic prophecies and the 
ritual laws ; ; especially the laws on the bloody sacrifices and purifica-- 
tion. 

Ras In July I had an interview with Ras Makonnen, on his passing 

Makonnen. through Basle. The Ras was very polite and somewhat surprised, 
when he was addressed in his own native language. During the 
conversation I asked whether King Menilek would give his sanction 
for a European missionary to be stationed at Genda, to direct and ~ 


overlook the work of our native agents, His reply was: ‘Our 


country is open to all Europeans; come and ask King’ Menilek, he 
will say either ‘ yesor no.’” I, presented a copy of each of the Society’ 8 
publications in Amharic to the Ras, his father confessor, and other 
followers, which were thankfully accepted.

Mr. F. W. Blum was sent out to re-open this station at be" 
the end of. 1901. There are about 10,000 Jews here, 
speaking Arabic, Italian, Spanish, German and Greek, 
all of which it is necessary to know. Missionary work 
was much hindered by the Asiatic cholera, which claimed, 
it is officially stated, 40,000 victims. The frequent °° 
deaths, however, afforded opportunities to preach the 
Gospel to many who would otherwise not have listened. 
Through the kindness of Mrs. Lawrence, Mr. Blum is 


able to hold meetings for Jews in the Sailors’ and ““!"s* 


Soldiers’ Institute. Speaking of places where he was 
able to meet Jews, he says :— 


I find opportunities of proclaiming the Gospel in the public gardens, 
in restaurants, and in shops. But wherever it was 1 tried to point 
them to Jesus Christ. The number of shops, offices, &c., which have 
opened their doors to my visits is most encouraging. I have many Visits. 
who are enquiring after truth, but as they are dependent for their 
daily bread upon their own people, many, hold back, but some seem 
earnestly seeking. 

I haye distributed copies of the Bible, whole and in parts, also 
579 tracts in various languages. 

The numbers attending our meetings in the Sailors’ and Soldiers’ Services. 
Institute have varied from 20 to 50, and I have been greatly en- 
couraged by their attention to the addresses. The languages used at 
these meetings are German and Hebrew. 

Through our missionaries at Jerusalem, I have got introductions 
to many of the parents of children in the schools there, and these have 
opened to me many Jewish houses. 

One Jew, whom I have known for some time, has publicly confessed paptism. 
his faith in Christ as his Messiah and Saviour, and was admitted into 
the visible church by baptism.

The whole coast, from north to south, has been visited, — 


and the Gospel of grace has been carried to the house of Israel A 


scattered there. 


The circulation of the Holy Scriptures, in spite of the poverty of the 


inhabitants, has been very satisfactory, the sales realizing £43 2s. 6d. 


It is not possible to relate, in detail, all the conversations that we 


have when circulating the Scriptures. 


A Jew, when buying a Bible, said to me: ‘There are hundreds | 


of Jews in Morocco who are earnestly seeking for the truth, and are — 


anxious to understand it; our rabbis can no longer prevent us 


studying seriously the prophecies with our own eyes, we no longer ~ 


need theirs!”’ 
After a conversation with several Jews, one of them said to me: 


“Tt is impossible to change one’s religion.” ‘‘No,” I replied, “but — 


religion must change you, for to be of Christ’s religion one must be 
born again, and put away all sin.” Another said: “After what we 
have been hearing, I believe, with all my heart, that Jesus is the 


true Messiah; our rabbis teach us to despise Him, but we ought — 
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rather to learn to know Him.’ Several New Testaments were sold 
after this conversation. 

During the month of December we had the privilege of a visit from Confirma- 
the Lord Bishop of Sierra Leone (Dr. Elwin). During the fortnight "°™ 
he was with us he held a confirmation. There were 14, all prepared 
by my wife and myself, nine of them being chiidren of our converts. 

Whilst here, the Bishop devoted himselftoourmission. He visited, 
with me, our depot and book-shop, also the Jewish mellah, schools, 
houses and synagogues, being received everywhere with much respect 
and sympathy. All the time he was with us we had many visits from 
Jews, and most interesting conversations took place.

They 

burnt her Bible, they locked her up, gave her nothing to eat fora 

whole day, and after that the father beat. her in the evening, because 

she did her work without murmuring. I am reading with them, just 

now, the First Epistle of St. Peter, which they say seems as if it had 
been written for them. ie 

He has At Christmas, two other pupils declared: ‘‘ We believe in the Lorp 
aad Jesus, not only because you say that He is the Messiah, but because 
He has opened our hearts!’’ One of these used to do what she could 
to grieve her sister, who is a believer, but now they pray together 
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in secret, and comfort each other. The younger sister was, 


the other day, witness of an awfully excited scene, which her elder 


sister, M., had to stand at home. The latter is no more allowed 


to read her Bible at home, so she wrote out many texts upon little 
slips of paper, which she reads during unwatched moments. Some- 
one in the house found such a slip, with the words: ‘ Believe on the 
Lorp Jesus Christ, and thou shalt be saved, and thy house.’? The 
father got someone to translate the words, and then the whole family 
came with threatenings, but she stood firm and declared calmly: 
“You may take away everything, even my life; but you will not take 
away my faith!” 

I must not forget to mention that among the little girls of Miss Hir- 
ing’sclass, the wish wasoften expressed to be allowed to purchase Bibles. 
Some of them saved their rare halfpennies, with which they were 
to buy something for their lunch. Little M. was lately shut up in the 
room for naughtiness. ‘‘ Pray, mademoiselle,” she said to her mistress, 
* Let me fetch my Bible!” When, after an hour, Miss Hiring 
let the child out, the latter remarked, with beaming face: ‘‘I have 
never had such a delightful hour ‘before, please lock me soon in 
again!” 


Miss F. Laepple, in her report, tells how much Mrs. 
Flad was beloved and missed, even by those who had 
never seen her, yet had been reached by her influence. 
She adds :— 


There isa woman whom Mrs. Flad used to visit. She is convinced 
that Jesus is the Messiah, and believes in Him. Twice a week she 
comes for instruction, and we hope to see her baptized in the course 
oftheyear. Her little girl stayed with us last summer at Kram. We 
told her how wrong it was to eat without praying, and taught her to 
say grace. Coming back to her home, she felt the difference, and did 
not rest till all the members of the family said their grace before 
meals. 

A former pupil asked me to tell her mother something about the 
necessity of forgiving others, so I read a few verses from St. Matthew vi. 
The mother was so struck that she sat for a moment, silent, and said: 
“Then I have been very wrong.” ‘‘ Yes,”’ answered her daughter, 
didn’t I say the same? I have not forgotten what Mrs. Flad 


_ taught me in school, it is still in my heart.” Whenever I visit that 


house the girl always calls in her neighbours, that they, too, may 
have a chance of hearing the Gospel. 


Speaking of the boys’ school, Mr. Flad says :— 


The attendance of the pupils has been very regular, and good work 
has been done. 

A young doctor, a former pupil of our school, came to see me this 
autumn. He was among some boys, who specially interested me, 
about 14yearsago. I was deeply touched by his liberal offer, that he 
would accept, for gratuitous treatment, any poor children.

Canada, a mission was opened in April, 1902, with its 
centre at Montreal. The Rey. I. T. Trebitsch, recently 
ordained by the Archbishop of Montreal, has been working 
as missionary. He says:— 


I distributed 40 Bibles, 86 New Testaments, and 247 tracts. 
result is that many Jews are studying the Word of Gop. 

I find very often, when entering a Jewish house, boys or girls read- 
ing the Bible. 

One of the many enquirers who have come to the mission house :

said to me, after a Sunday evening service, ‘‘I must confess this was 
the first day i in my lifeI really enjoyed. I heard about eternal things.” — 
Another, after having had a talk with him over the Epistle to the © 
Romans, said, ‘‘I learned more this hour about true religion than in . 
all my life.” : 

From April Ist till December 31st I had 879 enquirers in my house ~ 
or in the mission hall. Many who were hostile to us are now among ~ 
our friends ; one has asked to be baptized, which request we hope to — 
grant in February. Others havesent secretly for Bibles and other books. — 

Much of my time is taken up with work in the streets, and on 
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Saturdays outside the synagogue. I am at once recognized; dozens Open-air 

of Jews surround me, and discuss vital questions with me. Many of ¥°'- 

them—eager fo hear more about salvation—come to my meetings 

afterwards. “A learned Jew, who led the discussion on the part of 

the Jews, told me, when spoken to afterwards, ‘‘ Everything you said 

is true ; I know and believe that our only help and remedy is Jesus 
Christ. Iam persuaded in my heart, and if others would openly come 

out I should be one of them.”” On Saturday afternoons I have open-air 

gatherings in a large square, with attendances varying from 50 to 200. 

Many Jews have attained to intellectual conviction about our Lorn. 
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THE MISSION HOUSE, MONTREAL.
